So speaks the governor of Georgia 
in YFendering the decision that Strip- 
ling’s crime was worthy of the verdict. 
Continuing, the governer says: 

“In hig statement at the trial, Strip- 
ling asserted that he hdd killed Cor- 
nett because the latter had insulted 
successively his (Stripling’s) sister and 
wife and had threatened his life and 
(Was On the lovkout for him with a 

gun, 

“It is not for me to say that the 
24ary and the supreme court were both 
wrong, and to decide this case exact- 
ly opposite to the way they decided it 
On exactly the same issues. 

“It will be noted that Mrs. Stripling, 
March’ 22, 1911, says that ‘just prior 
to the killing of Cornett, her husband 
Was in Columbus,’ etc. In the trial in 
1897, Stripling, in his statement to the 
jury, said that Cornett insulted his 
Sister about August 23, and his wife 
on the morning of the 24th. He then 
recounted occurrences froin those dates 
to September 4, 1897, the date of the 
killing; but did not refer to being, in 
Columbus between the days named. 

“And.@ most notable fact is that. 
although he went into minute details 
of incidents and conversations, yet 
he made not the slightest reference to 
the note which Mrs. Stripling now 
says Cornett wrote to her, ‘just prior 
to the killing,” and which she adds she 
ohig to her husband before the kill- 

ig. 

“It is manifest, therefore, that Mrs. 
Stripling’s memory, like Mrs. Dur- 
ham's, is at fault, for no incident could 
have been so dramatic, so electrifying 
_to the jury as the exhibition of that 
mete in court, or even convincing ref- 
-—_epce to it: but there was neither. 


The Law of Averages. 

“Concerning Stripling’s life after he 
broke jail and escaped in 1897, it Is 
fair to apply the law of averages. Not 
eve man, Nay, not one in several 
hundred, kills one man. 
in 6,000 kills two men and intentional- 
ly wounds (with a pistol) another, and, 
while an officer of the law, is fined 
once for opprobrious language (pro- 
fanity) and once for violence, toward 
yet another man. But this is Strip- 
ling’s record gince he killed Cornett 
and has been living in other states the 
life which so many good people believe 
entitles him to a pardon for the kill- 
ing of Cornett In Georgia. I do not 
_ ay that he was not within the scope 
of his duties in each of the tragic in- 
cidents marking his career since he 
fied from this state; but I submit that 
they and the other events alluded to 
impair the power to claim that his life 
in Virginia is above suspicion and per 
se entities him to a pardon in Georgia. 

“As appellant and hig friends have 
insisted on placing his eareer. while a 
fugitive in evidence before me, it is 
fair to consider these later incidents 
in his life tn passing upon the claims 
which seek to justify the slaying of 


Cornett under the so-styled ‘unwritten - 


Is it not logical to assume that 

indicate in Stripling a tempera- 
mental tendency to resort to violence 
haphazard or recklessly and without 
the calm gself-restraint expected of a 
normal man’ In the light of these in- 
cldentsa in his after life, when there 
existed the most potent of rebsons for 
extreme caution in his daily doings, 
would a competent jury, hearing with- 
out bias and considering without pas- 
sion, hold that he had ‘made out his 
case, under that gso-styled ‘law?

“I will add that there is one peti- 
tion signed by surviving members of 


But it must. be held in mind that those 
jurors were under oath when they 
found their verdict in 1897, whereas, 
they were under none when they peti- 
tioned this office in 1911. 

“Yet, if the number of the petition- 
ers had béen one hundred times as 
great, the executive could not gratify 
their wish or yield to their demand 
if the letter or spirit of the constitu- 
tion and statute laws forbade.

As 
I grasp the law, it means, first, that 
one who is proven guilty of a felonious 
act shall be punished therefor by be- 
ing deprived of liberty, of ease from 
labor, or even of life; secondly, that 
those criminally incline@ shall be de- 
terred from nefarious deeds bv the 
fear of punishment. The sole threat 
that the state will take steps to ‘re- 
form’ them if they violated her laws 
will stay the hands of very few who 
are disposed to evil. 

“And TI cannot interpret it that penal- 
ties prescribed by law to be applied to 
those who commit crime constitute re- 
venge. They are the necessary con- 
comitants of government. 

“Government means protection. 
tection assures security. Security in- 
sures peace. To dwell in peace and se- 
curity is the right of every law-abiding 
citizen, and should be a guarantee of 
the state to every citizen. And of vital 
interest to the habitants of the rural 
districts is this guarantee, since for 
them there is no policeman to patrol 
the roads or to stand guard over the 
windows at night. For them the law 
must be the policeman, with -the eyes 
of Argus, 
the inflexible willl of the fates. 


Escape No Excuse 


“It must not be’ made a preceder 
that escape relieves one convicted from 
the obligation to submit to the consti- 
tuted authorities. or that lapse. of 
time impairs the state’s right or 
duty to enforce her laws.

EDCAR STRIPLIN 
BROKEN BY NEWS 


Sends 
Prisoner to Bed, 


Disappointment 


Refusal of Pardon and Illness 
in Family Causes Physical 
Breakdown---Mrs. Stripling 
Is Surprised at Governor 
Brown’s Action in Case. 


Columbus, Ga., April 22.—(Special.)— 
Deeply disappointed by the news that 
Governor Brown had refused to pardon 
him, distressed by telegraph tidings 
from his wife at Danvile, Va., that one 
ef their cHildren is seriously -i}l of 
pneumonia, and himself sick and almost 
ill, Edgar Stripling went to bed %o- 
night practically a nervous wreck. 

The prisoner received the news late 
in the afternoon that the governor had 
decided his case adversely. At first he 
would make no corfiment whatever, 
and courteously but firmly. refused to 
discuss the case with loéal newspaper 
men, saying that he had nothing what- 
ever to say. 

It was not until tonight that Strip- 
ling expressed himself, and then it was 
to The Constitution representative, 
and this expression was brief. He re- 
tired early, and did not wish to be dis- 
turbed, and the message was deilvered 
through the kindly offices of County 
Jailer Bartlett. 

“T Am Sick Tonight.” 

“IT can only say that I am very deeply 
disappointed,” said Stripling, “especially 
as I have such a just case. This after- 
noon I had a telegram from my wife, 
who has gone back to Danville, say- 


ing that one of the children is desper- 
ately ill with pneumonia. I am sick 
tonight myself.” 

Stripling has been sick for a day 
or two, although not seriously ill. A 
physician has given medicine, and he 


has had.kindly attention at the hands' 


of the jailer. 

Mrs. Stripling and children returned 
to Danville after the hearing before 
Governor Brown, in Atlanta. The 
double message of the afternoon, one 
from Atlanta and one from Danville, 
one telling of shattered hopes and one 
of serious family illness. was almost 
too much for the sick man. 

He was badly broken up, and all he 
wanted was silence and solitude. 

Will Appeal Decision. 

The impression generally prevails 

here that an appeal will be made to

Governor Hoke’ Smith in behalf of 
Stripling as soon as he enters office. 
The possibility of such a step has been 
discussed for some time, and for the 
past week, since the announcement that 
Governor Brown would probably refuse 
pardon, it has been a matter of com- 
mon street gossip. It is not admitted 
by either Stripling or his attorneys 
that such an appeal will be made. 
Hon, T. T. Miller, one of his attor- 
neys, said tonight that from the show- 


Ying made they had expected the gov- 


ernor would take the same view of the 
case that had been taken unanimously 
by the prison board and grant pardon: 
He declined to discuss the matter of 
an appeal to the incoming governor, 
and said’ any publication that this 
would be done would not be authorized 
by Stripling or his counsel. 

For some reason many of Stripling's 
friends seem to think that his chances 
before Governor Smith would be excel- 
lent, and their optimism along this line 
appears to be genuine. 

Attorney Miller was asked if any- 
thing further could be done for their 
elient at present by himself and Hon. 
Cc. F. McLaughlin, his counsel . His an- 
swt failed to indicate any contem- 
plated line of action. 

“Nothing is to be done at present, 
then, beyond securing such favorable 
assignment of Stripling from the prison 
commission as can be had?’ he was 
asked. 

,“The only possible favorable assign- 
ment by: the prison board will 
be to give Mr. Stripling fresh air,” 
was the attorney’s 
“The man is a physical wreck; - his 
nerves are in a state of collapse; repu- 
table physician§, testified that his left 
lung is affected with tuberculosis. He 
is physiéally unable to work; it is sim- 
ply a question of placing him ~where 
he can get fresh air to breathe.” 

Miller Criticises Brown. 

Attorney Miler differs sharply with 
Governor Brown in the latter’s view of 
a governors use of the pardoning 
power and expressed himself quite 
frankly on that subject. He thinks 
that the governor’s position that newly 
discovered evidence or evidence not 
brought out at the trial of the case 
is the only thing that should cause 
a governor to exercise his pardoning 
power, is altogether too cramped and 
narrow a conception.of this power and 
privilege of the state’s chief executive.

Militia on Government Pay Roll. 

This bill, In a nutshell, places the 
militia of the various states on the 
government pay roll and makes it in 
Teality a reserve force for the mili- 
tary establishment maintained by 
Uncle Sam. It provides, tn brief, that 
the enlisted men of the organizeg mi)li- 
tia of each state, territory and the 
District of Columbia shall receive in 
compensation fer his services, other 
than at annual encampments, or in 
ease of riot, insurrection, tnvasion or 
imminent ganger thereof, or in case of 
war, 25 per centum of the rate of 
pay for enlisted men of like grade in 
the regular army of the United States 
for attendance upon forty-five drills 
@r equivaient duty during any one 
year or @ proportionate amount for at- 
tendance upon any number of drills 
or equivalent military duty not less 
than twenty. 

All officers of the militia below the 
grade of general officer, except regi- 
mental and battalion adjutants and 
quartermasters and captains of com- 
panies, troops and batteries, shall re- 
ceive from the government fifteen 
percentum of the pay of officers of 
the regular army of like grade. Reg-

prescribe, and must take the oath of 
allegiance to. the United States and 
agree to render military service for 
such period of time ag the term of his 
enlistment or commission stipulates. 
It also provides that officers and en- 
listed men of the militia who receive 
pay under the proposed act and then 
neglect or refuse to present them- 
selves for muster when called into the 
service of the United States, shall be 
subject to trial by court-martial as 
now provided by law. 

When the militia is called into the 
active service of the United States the 
enlisted men and officers shal) receive 


the pay and allowances of officers and'}. 


enlisted men of similar grade in the 
regulararmy. There ts the further pro- 
vision that when the government calls 


militia into the service of the United | 


States, only those militia organizations 
as have availed themselves of the pro- 
visions of the proposed militia pay bill 
shall be called upon, and these organi- 
zations shall be taken into the service 
as they are organized at the time the 
call is issued. 


Bill Will Be Opposed. 

Senator Dixon, of Montana, has al- 
ready introduced fin the senate a mili- 
tla bill similar to the one that was un- 
der consideration at the last session, 
but it ts understood that the measure 
now agreed upon by the war depart- 
ment and the representatives of the 
nation guard will be substituted for it, 
once it is assured of favorable consid- 
eration in the house. 

That there will be opposition to the 
bill goes without saying. There are a 
good many members of congress who 
do not take tbe national guard serious- 
4y. They are wont to characterize its 
members as “tin soldiers,” and they are 
inclined to regard the proposed legisia- 
tion as an attempt to put something 
over on congress. 

With the war Gepartment and offi- 
cers of the army favoring the bill, how- 
ever, and with the showing that can be 
made that its passage will add approxi- 
mately 130,000 men to the military 
strength of the United States, at an 
expense of $61.50 per man per year, 
while it costs $1,260 per man per year 
to maintain the regulars, its advocates 
believe that it will receive favorable 
consideration. It may not be passed 
at the special session, but it should 
stand a good chance of passage at the 
regular session next winter. Sooner 
or later some such legislation will be 
enacted, for the men behind it have 
demonstrated a purpose of keeping

Georgia leads all the southern states 
in the production of granites, and art 
present stands sixth in the value of 
granite output in this country, being 
exceeded only by Vermont, Massachu- 
setts, Maine, Colorado and Wisconsin. 
Georgia now stands well ahead of New 
Hampshire in granite production, which 
has long been known as the “Granite 
State,” 

Granites are igneous rocks’ which 
have cooled or solidified deep within 
the earth’s surface and have been sub. 
sequently exposed by the removal of 
the superincumbent rock by erosion. 

When granite has become metamor- 
phosed or altered by heat and pressure 
so that the minerals assume a banded 
or laminated structure, it is technically 
known as a gneiss. The essential 
constituents of our commercial gran- 
ites and gneisses are quartz, feldspar 
and some form of mica. The different 
shades of color of the stones are due 
to the color of the individual minerals, 
that is, if the mica present is of a dark 
color the stone itself will usually as- 
sume a dark shade 


Granites and Gneisses. 


The granites and gneisses of Geor- 
gia are confined to what is known as 
the Piedmont plateau. This area in- 
cludes, with the exception of ten north- 
western counties, all of that part of 
the state north of Augusta, Macon and 
Columbus. Both granites and gneisses 
are widely distributed throughout this 
area, but at pfesent the quarrying of 
these stones is confined to only a few 
counties. The principal centers of the 
quarrying industry are at Stone Moun. 
tain, Lithonia, Elberton, Oglethorpe, 
Lexington, Sparta, Eatonton, Odessa 
and Newnan. In addition to these main 
quarrying centers, openings of greater 
or less dimensions have been made in 
nearly every county of the Piedmont 
plateau, where a limited amount of 
stone has been quarried from time to 
time for local purposes. Granites and 
gneisses are the prevailing rocks of 
the Piedmont area, and they may there- 
fore be said to-be practically inex- 
haustible. ; 

The granite rocks of the state appear 
in large, flat, horizontal masses; as 
dome-shaped areas o fsteep and gen- 
tie slopes; as large, well-rounded boul- 
ders seattered over the surface and 
partially burfed in the residual dec*v: 
and as ledges exposed along the 
streams and in ravines, aS Weli as in 
dikes from one to many feet in. width. 
The outcrops of the flat, horizontal 
masses vary in extent from one to fifty 
or more acres; while the dome-shaped 
areas contain from fifty to many hun- 
dred acres of exposed rock. The best 
illustrations of the former occur in 
Hancock, Heard, Meriwether and Pike 
counties. Stone Mountain in DeKalb 
county, which rises to an elevation of 
about 700 feet above the surrounding 
lowland plain, and which has a basal 
circumference of approximately seven 
miles, is the most extensive 
of the dome-shaped masses. Pine, 
Arabia, Collinsville, McDaniel and 
Rock Chapel mountains, belonging to 
the Lithonia belt of contorted granite- 
gneiss, may be mentioned as examples 
of the other dome-shaped 
areas, which vary from 75 to 200 feet 
in elevation.

It was through the efforts of the 
Venable brothers that the developmenr 
of this property gained for Georgia the 
high rank and reputation the state 
now holds among the other granite- 
producing states in the union as a 

ranite producer. For some years, De- 

b county, Imited exclusively to the 
output of the Stone Mountain and Li- 
thonia areas, preduced al the granite 
shipped outside of the state. As eary 
as 1893, the Stone Mountain quarries 
were capable of visiting a total ca- 
saan of 25,000 paving blocks per day. 
wo years prior to the last date given, 
the first quarry, namely, the Coggins 
quarry, was opened up in Elbert coun- 
ty, which was followed by the quar- 
ries at Lexington, Sparta and at other 
points. 
Light-Colored Granite. 


The granites and gneisses of Georgia 
constitute one of the most extensive 
and important building and monument- 
al stones of the state. One of the most 
interesting and the largest granite 
masses is that of Stone mountain, lo- 
cated in DeKalb county, 17 miles nortn- 
east of Atlanta. The stone obtainea 
from these quarries is a light-colored, 
muscovite granite, possessing remark- 
able strength, and is quite free from 
all chamical and physical defects. The 
stone has extensive use as a building 
material, and is also largely employed 
in street improvement. There is likely 
mo granite in the south more Widely 
known and more generally used than 
that furnished by the Stone Mountain 
quarries. It not only has an extensive

In addition to the granites and 
gneisses about mentioned, there are 
cther granites which possess quali- 
ties that especially fit them for monu- 
mental stone. Some of the granites 
of this character, which, in the last 
few years have become quite popular 
as monumental stone, are those ob- 
tained from the Elberton, the Ogleaby, 
the Lexington and the Meriwether 
quarries. These monumental granites 
are fine-grained biotite granites, un- 
usually free from injurious minerals, 
and admit of a very brilliant polish. 
They have but few equals if any supe- 
riors in the United States as a monu- 
mental stone, and it is only a ques- 
tion of time when the Georgia monu- 
mental granite

On Sunday, April 9, normal in not 
being an anniversar? or other special 
day, congregations attending public re- 
ligious worship in fourteen famous 
churches of Amertca were counted, in- 
eluding the attendance of men.

Union seminary, founded by New 
York Presbyterians of liberdl views, 
stands for wide scholarship, but in the 
opinion of many Presbyterian leaders, 
has never stood for sound theology. It 
was from it that the Dev. Dr. Charles 
A. Briggs and the Rev. Dr. A: C. Me- 
Giffert heresy cases, famous through- 
out Christendom, came and drove one 
into the Episcopal, the other into the 
Congregational communion. Upon the 
occasion of the opening of new ~build- 
ings, located near Columbia university, 
last November, President Brown gave 
an inaugural address which his ene- 
mies declared he intended as a chal- 
lenge to Presbyterianism of America, 
aiming to be a new theological plat- 
form for them. He is charged with a 
sinister purpose of seeking to bring 
Presbyterians of the United States, the 
northern body at least, around to the 
Union seminary view, and hence vindi- 
cate his institution. Criticism arose, 
and has not yet subsided. 

Some Presbyterians in New York say 
more heresy trials are imminent. Oth- 
ers call names and show what the 
world classifies as an unchristian tem- 
per. It is the verdict of Pres- 
byterians west and east that much de- 
pends on Pittsburg presbytery. It has 
friends in other presbyteries, but it is 
said that New York has friends also. 
The point at issue is whether the 
Browns, as individuals, have or have not 
uttered doctrines and views unsound 
according to Presbyterian standards. 
The doctrines relate to Christ’s birth, 
words and claims. 


BOTH BAPTIST MISSION 
RECEIPTS BEHIND 


Two more great missionary socteties 
end their fiscal years, both with finan- 
cial shortages. They-are the Baptist 
home and Baptist foreign societies, to- 
gether handling about $2,000,000 a year, 
contributed by Baptists of the north. 
Disappointment follows as ‘in the case 
of the Presbyterian missionary socie- 


ties, since the hope had been held that 


new interest in missions on the part of 
laymen might increase receipts. The 
Baptist Home Society falls $25,000 into 
debt, but reports a small increase in 
gifts from churches over the previous 
year. The debt is in part due to ex- 
cessive expendiiures, which receipts did 
not meet. The foreign society falls 
$62,500 behind. Under a new plan of 


‘co-operation Baptists got to gether in 


a Laymen'’s Missionary Movement of 
their own. in which both home and 
foreign interests were united. Added 
to it is @ co-operative plan covering 
other Baptist societies that is in ad- 
vance of co-operation ebtaining in al- 
most any other Protestant body. Bap- 
tist missionary leaders explain that not 
until a few months ago did their 
own missionary organization get down 
to work. They feel sure that another 
year will tell a different and more 
hopeful story. The home society has 
extensive work among negroes. and 
throughout the entire west. and the 
foreign society was a pioneer in 
Burma, and is a leader in China mis- 


eather with world Baptists, meet in 


Philadelphit in June, and preparations 
are now making to observe the centen- 
nial of Judson, who laid the founda- 
tion of all organized American Baptist 
missionary work. 


WORLD METHODISTS 
FOR WORLD PEACE 


Methodists of the world, five to 
seven million strong, will meet this 
year for the first time in a represen- 
tative Ecumenical conference in Can- 
ada. Two previous conferences have 
been held in London, and in Washing- 
ton. This year’s is to be in Toronto, 
the date, October 4 to 17. For organ- 
ization of the conference there are two 
divisions of Methodists, the eastern, 
comprising Great Britain, France, Aus- 
tralia and South Africa, and the west- 
ern, having a dozen or more bodies in 
the United States, and one each in Can- 
ada and Japan. Sir Robert W. Parks, 
treasurer, and the Rev. James Chap- 
man, secretary, of the British commit- 
tee, are in this country, and have just 
helped the American committee to com- 
plete the Toronto program. It is learn- 
ed that Toronto Methodists have things 
in admirable shape. Sir Robert has 


expressed great interest in the confer~ 


ence, believing it will both tighten 
bonds of Methodism of the world, and 
of national sentiment between the 
United States, Canada and England. 
Bishop Hamilton, of Boston; Bishop 
Hoss, of Nashville; Bishops Smith and 
Caldwell, of African bodies; Drs. H. N. 
DuBose, Augusta, Ga.; George N. Luc- 
cock and C. B. Spencer, of Kansas City;

Maclaren, of Toronto; G. F. Washburn,

CATHOLIC WORK FOR 
| ART AND EDUCATION 


During the past twelve ‘months the 
notable artistic things accomplished ‘in 
the vatican have been the cleaning of 
the frescoes of the “Stanze” of Raphael, 
and the replacing of the old windows 
of the Sistine chapel. Vatican publi- 
cations have consisted chiefly of three 
great works of artistic importance, the 
first a production of the designs of 
Guiliano da San Gallo, the second a re- 
production, of the mosaics preserved in 
the lateran and vatican, palaces, and 
the third.an illustrated decsriptian of 
the coins and metal bulls of the vati- 
can collection. Two other works of 
great interest issuing from the vatican 
press are hitherto unpublished historic 
accuments reiating to the history of 
italy at the end or the fifteen century, 
and Mgr. Stornatolo’s contributions to 


the history of Christian art. Five years 


ago it had been imagined that Leon- 
nardo’s “Last Supper” was deomed ow- 
ing to wail cohaitions and dampness, 
and imperfections in materiais used. 
#rotessor Cavenaghi restored the 
treasure without drawing a new line 
or using a drop of paint. So markea 
‘was his success that he next restored 
the irescoes on the tiateral walis of 
the Sistine, and this last year,.as men- 
tioned, he has successfully restored the 
Raphael frescoes of the same chapel. 
He has taken up his permanent resi- 
dence in the vatican. ‘ 

Within the last four years th? 
Catholic institutes have so developed 
in France, have been so loyai;to the 


the plan among Catholics of this coun- 
try. The first of these institutes was 
held in Paris, and an outcome of 
them, a Catholic congress, has just 
been held in the Catholic Institute of 
that city, the archbishop of Paris at- 
tending. Institutes have had _  8ses- 
sions in several important cities as 
well ag Paris, and at them experts in 
social, labor and educational prob- 
lems have presented papers, some of 
which were read at the recent con- 
gress. What to favor in legislation 
in behalf of the church, .n behalf of 
organized labor, and similar pressing 
questions was presented at the con- 
gress, and outlines of studies for the 
institutes of the coming year were 
made. There attended most of the 
Catholic leaders of France of first 
rank in the topics. presented, with 
some recognized leaders from England. 
A recommendation was made that in- 
stisutes be founded among English 
Catholics. 


Through the cardinal secretary of 
state, Pope Pius X has just trans- 
mitted to Signor Gentiloni, president 
of the Electoral Union of Italian 
Catholics, his recommendations in re- 
gard to political affairs in Italy. The 
union is pledged to direction from 
the vatican, and its present work is 
the forming of organization that shall 
attend to Catholic interests at. elec- 
tions, seeing to it especially that na- 
tional deputies -be elected by Catno- 
lics who are worthy and who will 
serve Catholic plans. The aim of the 
Pope is asserted to be to bind Ita.ian 
Catholics into a closer-political union 
in defense of the Catholic church.

MENT SCHEMES 


The American Bible Society reports 
that in almost every state, even in al- 
most every principal city, are earnest 
men and women who exhaust their 
small financial resources buying Bi- 
bles to give to the poor, whom they 
often teach to read it. Not always 
businesslike By selling iustead of 
giving the copies, these devoted peo- 
pie often go without necessities of 
life in oraer that they may buy Bi- 
bles. Of late, since the publication of 
Bibles for the blind in the new and 
more readily handied point system, 
these religious philanchropists go 
even farther in draining their purses, 
since Bibles for the blind cost more 
than do others. Searching out these 
givers, showing them where possible 
the best methods or bible uistr!bution, 
and on occasion furnishing the Bi- 
bies for distrioution, is a novel phase 
of the need and the work of the fa- 
mous society.

The population of New- 
foundland and Laborador he places at 
300,000, and states that 200,000 of tnese 
persons are engaged in sOme form of 
the fishing industry. Fishermen and 
traders of the two coasts have pledged 
$13,000. Dr. Grenfeil says that while 
everybo@dy goes to sea, very few can 
swim. ‘Thé water is toe cold ever to 
go into it to learn how to swim. The 
proposed house will have a pool, the 
water warmed, and give instruction 
in swimming as a means of saving 
life.

Barnesville, Ga., April 22.—(Special.) 
The BarnesVille Chamber of Com- 
merce has issued a call for a conven- 
tion to be heid at Barnesville on July 
19 ang 20 to organize qa Georgia state 
chamber of commerce. 

It is planned to make this organi- 
zation one of the greatest factors in 
the future upbuilding of the state. The 
members of the Barnesville board are 
impressed with the fact that the spirit 
of progress has spread over the state 
so generally within recent years that 
the time has come for a concentra- 
tion of effort that will carry this era 
down into history as the greatest age 
of progress Georgia has ever known. 

The convention, which will be ad- 
dressed by some of the most promi- 
nent men in the state, will be held in 
the Barnesville auditorium, which will 
seat 2,500 people.

He reckons the great increase in his land values, due to the 
enrichment of the soil inseparable from the maintenance of live 
stock upon the acres. 

What Mr. Comer has done, to his large advantage, can be done 
by any other Georgia farmer with the necessary enterprise.

From these he produced a strain that would fetch top prices 
upon any market in the country. 

Heretofore, it has been possible to induce a few Georgia farm-

Mr. Comer’s experiment demonstrates it is feasible and prof- 
itable to breed, as well as tofatten, the cattle.

“In the British oversea dominions 
adjacent to the Pacific, it is recognized 
that one of the most important ques- 
tions we have to keép before us is that 
of preserving our territery for the 
British race, and doing everything in 
our power to prevent Asiatic, immigra- 
tion to any great extent,” said Sir 
Joseph. “I think I may be permitted 
to say that this problem is one which 
also closely concérns the United States 
of America, and in my judgment some 
well-thought-out plan of Anglo-Saxon 
co-operation is necessary to preserve 


all the countries I have alluded to from | 


an invasion of Asiatics. 
“Unfortunately there are at the 
present time some important aspects 


of the matter which require to be 
settled first, and this can only be 


done by British statesmen. I do net 
wish to trespass upon the domain of 
home politics, but I cannot help say- 
ing that the nonsolution of the Irish 
question appears to me to stand in 
the way of the best efforts of the 
friends of the empire in helping to 
establish a system for the preserva- 
tion of the Anglo-Saxon race in every 
part of the world, which cannot De 
done without considering, from a 
legitimate standpoint, the position and 
natural desires of Oriental nations, 

“The relations between Great Brit- 
ain and the United States constitute 
the real key to the situation in pre- 
serving the peace of the world, and 
I do not think there should be an 
hesitation on the part of Engl 
statesmen in removing any obstacle 
that stands tn the way of that angle- 
Saxon co-operation and unity which 
every well-wisher of the empire would 
like to see consummated.

SIXTY-NINE HEALTHY CHICKS 
~ ARE HATCHED BY ELECTRICITY 


Spokane, Wash., April 22.—*(Spectfal.) 
Sixty-nine healthy ehicks from a set- 
ting of 73 egzgs have just been hatched 
by electricity on J. D. Alexander's 
ranch at Reitmeier’s Station, Wash., 
near Spokane. The tnitial test was so 
succéssful that 1,300 eggs will be placed 
in the incubators as soon'as the ap- 
paratus can be instaijea. The equip- 
ment, which. is not patented, can be 
attached to an ordinary oil-burning in- 
cubator at an expense of less than $1. 

Construction of the electricatly-op- 
erated incubator is simple. Mr. Alex- 
ander took the lamps from the oil- 
burning machines and wound German 
silver wire around tne frames above 
the ege trays, connecting the coils 
with an incandescant light 
This is made through a contact device, 
consisting of a piece of iron fixed on 
the regulator arm to dip into a small 
cup filled with mercury. -

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It was about 900 B. C. that the high priests removed 
the bodies of the nine rulers. They belonged to a long 
period of time, ranging from Rameses VI., who reigned 
about 1157 B. C., back to Amenophis, who lived from 
1448 to 1420 B. ©. In his tomb they have remained safe 
and undisturbed unti] our day. Together with the mum- 
mies previously discovered, they form a practically com- 
plete collection of the Pharaohs who ruled between the 
dates mentioned. 

Each mummy bore an inecription giving the name it 
had borne in life and explaining that it had been re- 
moved from its original resting place to save it from 
robbers. The inscriptions were written in indelible ink. 

Sir Gaston Maspero and his assistants were in- 
tensely interested to find an fnscription on one of the 
mummies proving it to be Merneptah, who ruled from 
1226 to 1215 B. C., or over 3,125 years ago. He belonged 
to the nineteenth E fan dynasty, which lasted from 
1350 to 1205 B. C. e was one of the most powerful 
and successful of the Pharaohs, hardly second in im- 
portance to Ramesses the Great. 

Here was the great man, looking very much like he 
must have looked on his death bed at the end of his 
wicked and stormy life His head was bald, except for 
a narrow fringe of black hair mixed with gray on the 
temples. There were traces of hair on the chin and 
upper lip. A deep scar marked bis right cheek bone, 
‘which was not surprising, as a large part of hig life 
had been epent in battle. 

He bore a striking resemblance to his grandfather, 
Seti I., and a minor one to his father, Rameses Ll., two 
lg whose mummies have long beer on exhi-

“The air within the vault,” says Sir Gaston Mas- 
pero in his report of the discovery, “was hot and heavy 
with fine dust, charged with strange, suffocating,’ aro 
matic odors, rendering breathing extremely painful.”

Easter Island’s Queer Statues— 
Carved Before the Flood? 


HO carved the colossal statues of 
Easter Island? How could the in- 
habitants of this remote Pacific {sl- 

and raise into position vast blocks of stone 
that .would tax the resources x modern 


American engineers? 
A writer in the London Magazine bas ad- 


vanced the ingenious euggestion that these 
strange monuments were raised by the 
giants, for whose sine the Lord sent the 
Flood, as described in the sixth chapter of 


Genesis. 
“These works,” says the writer, “are prob- 


ably one of the few survivals of the inhabited 
world prior to the time of the archaic Noah. 
There is evidence that a race of giants in- 
habited the land, and that they were de 


stroyed by a cataclysm. 3 

“We must conclude from the familiar pas- 
sages in Genesis that the giants were very 
wicked, and that they were an ingeniously 
wicked people or they would not have called 
upon themselves such wholesome and over- 
whelming punishment. Now, in the vast col 
lection of human bones destroyed In human 
sacrifice upon Easter Island we find abund- 
ant evidence of wickedness. Again, in the 
construction and erection of gigantic idols. 
we find evidence of perverse ingenuity. 

“The strength and intelligence of these 
prehistoric giants also explain why they 
were able to move their colossal images. 

“In their isolated position, far out of Trédch 
of the ravages of man, those statues have 
stood from the most remote period, go testi- 
mony to the truth of the Scriptures and the 
age when' the world was inhabited by giants.” 

In favor of this explanation it may be said 
that po more satisfactory one has been of: 
fered. The statues are of tremendous 4n- 
tiquity. as shown by the way the weather 
has eaten into them. One of the many mys 
teries concerning the ftmages is that the 
sculptors were interrupted in their work on 
many of them. They stopped work forever. 

The island ig thirty-four square miles .n 
extent, and the nearest land ie Peru, in South 
America, 1,100 miles away. The Degt in- 
formation we have about the place was obd- 
tained by the United States ship Mohican. 
sent there for the purpose. 

The soi] of the island is to-day almost com- 
pletely filled with skulls. It is probable that 
these are the remaing of the workers who 
were destroyed by the same great catastro- 
phe that stopped the work. This may have 
been a great volcanic eruption. 

Easter Island is now inhabited by about 150 
savages of a low type, who have no idea of 
the origin of these mighty monuments. 
Within historic times, however, the island 
had 20,000 inhabitants, and when the monv- 
ments were carved, the population must bave 
been much larger, probably 160,000. 

The sculptors appear to have been of a dit- 
ferent race from the present tslanders. 

The ancient inhabitants conetructed a ser- 
les of great platforms of hewn stone, and on 
them rows of stone statues with their faces 
toward the sea, as if keeping eterna) watch 

the ocean in the interests of the island. 
one of the platforms were fifteen colossi 
forty tb sixty feet in height This plat 


form,-known as Tongarika, was eight feet in 
height, nine feet wide and 540 feet long. it 
must have been amazingly iarpressive. 

To-day the platforms remain, but all of the 
statues have been thrown down and lie 
scattered about. In front of each platform is 
a wide paved space, apparently designed to 
afford standing room for a multitude of wor- 
shippers. 

It was formerly supposed taat the statues 
represented gods, placed there to he wor- 
shipped, but Dr. George Cooke, of the-United 
States Navy, finds indications that the 
statues were portraits of individualg. Per- 
haps the Easter Islanders worshipped - their 
chiefs and statesmen. 

Each statue represents only the upper half 
of the human body. The faces are grotesque 
in the extreme, but seem to represent a type 
of man with straight features and. high fore- 
head. 

It {sg interesting to notice that many of the 
statues represent women. Nearly all of the 
figures wear on their heads cylindrical 
crowns of reddish volcanic tufa, which 
separately weigh two or three tons apiece. 

No fewer than 555 statues have been found. 
The platforms on which they stood contains 
chambers filled with skeletons. Adjacent to 
these are great ovens, which it is surmised 
were used for great cannibal feasts. orgies 
of ritual-hutan sacrifice. : 

The stone caMe from a great volcanic 
moutitain on the island, Rana Roraka. With- 
in the crater the sides have been cut into 
terraces by the image makers, and here and 
there one sees a stone giant half finished. 
Others, again, are merely sketched out upop 
the rocky wall as a preliminary to beginning 
the work of sculpture. 

In a quarry outside the crater may be seen 
the biggest of all the images found on the tsl- 
and, still adhering to the bed rock and meas- 
uring seventy feet in length. 

The last step was to cut the Back of the 
Statue out of tne rock in which it had been 
carved. Within the crater there are forty- 
three statues lying completed, ready to be 
conveyed to their platf-*rma on the coast. 

The labor of transportation must hevs bees 
enormous, inasmuch ag the images, weighing 
from twelve to forty tons, had to be carried 
long distances over @ very rough country. 

it is suggested that the statues were low- 
ered down the mountain by a system of 
chocks and wedges, and that they were pulled 
to their destination on great rollers made of 
tree trunks by bundreds of men. This ex- 
planation hardly solves the mystery, for what 
race of kacific_islanders.could have possessed 
rae eptpaatisi skill necessary for this great 

The only trees: now on the island are 
dwarfs not over ten feet high. It is believed 
that the great trees were destroyed by the ca- 
tastrophe that Interrupted the sculptors. Their 
wood is extremely hard, and out of these the 
modern islanders carve grotesque images.

But ever his gaze returned to the wonderful lily 
beside the bubbling spring. 

He tethered the horse and wandered on foot among 
the knolls. Their tops were crowned with century 
old spruce trees, and their sides clothed with oaks 
and madrofios and native holly. But to the perfect 
redw belonged the small but deep cafion that 
threaded its way among the knolls. Here he found 
no passage out for his horse, and he returned to the 
lily beside the spring. On foot. tripping, stumbling, 
leading the animal, he forced his way up the _hill- 
side.

If they have mothing with which to 
pay, the treatment will be administer- 
ed free, and they will receive just as 
careful treatment as those who are 
more fortunate financially.

The county 
commissioners agreeg to appropriate a 
similar sum for the purpose, and later 
this amount was increased to $56,000 
on condition that the city would in- 
cease its appropriation to that sum, 
The city agreed; with the result that 
the sanitarium was assured and work 
on the buildings was begun last sum- 
mer, 


Will Lower Death Rate. 


When it ta realized that the death 
rate from consumption in Atlanta Is 
increasing with alarming rapidity, the 
absolute necessity for the hospital and 
the great work which it is destined to 
accamplish, is clearly seen, 

According to Dr. Smith, 242 persons 
died in this city in 1909 from tuber- 
culosis; last year thet number in- 
creaseqg to 291. At this rate of in- 
crease the death rate this year would 
reach at least one death per day from 
that disease alone. 

The city sanitarium is designeg to 

check this increase immediately, to 
reatly reduce it as soon as sufficient 
ime elapses for its influence to be 
felt, and, finally, with the aid of the 
other forces which have centered their 
efforts against the encroachment of 
the disease, to stamp it out altogether 
in so far as Fulton county is eon- 
cerned. 

With these facts taken into consid- 
eration, 
put On a self-sustaining basis, and 
there is little ground for hope that it 
will be, nevertheless the city tubercu- 
losis sanitarium, with the splendid 
service which it. will undoubtedly ren- 
der to suffering humanjty, is one of 
the best and safest investments that 
Atlanta and Fulton county has ever

SAW ATTACK ON FORT SUMTER: 
BLATZ ACTIVE AT AGE 


John Blatz. aged 73 years, still 
hearty and hale as qa man of forty, is 
one of the two men living in Atlanta 
who saw the first shot fired on Fort 
Sumter in 1861, 

He was born in Lexington, 8. C., 
March 16, 1838. When but a boy, he 
went to schoo: to the man who fired 
the first shot on Fort Sumter, George 
James. On January 56, 4861, four 
months before war was deciared by 
the government, Blatz enlisted in the 
First South Carolina Voluhteers, which 
was later disvanded. He then joined 
the Third Infantry, C. & A., and went 
to Virginia in June, 1868, 

Detailea at Matvern Hill, July, 1862, 
and ordered to report to Geenral 
McLaw's ordnance train, and was there 
made a sergeant and put in charge of 
the guard for the train. It was this 
detail that prevented his participation 
in several important ‘battles, as he 
held the position unti] September, 1863. 
L4&ter he saw service in Tennessee and 
Georgia, being wounded a: Chicka- 


mauga and sent to an Atlanta hospital. 
After the war Sergeant Blatz began 
daily newspaper work in Columbia, $

Assured of a welcome and of every 
facility for inspecting the canal work 
in all its phases, the engineers gath- 
ered from every section of the coun- 
try. Twenty-six states were repre- 
sented, including far-off Washington, 
Oregon, California, Montana and Utah, 
and four foreign members, one from 
Russia. were on hand. A number of 
ladies accompanied their husbands and 
graced the party. It had been expect- 
ed, from correspondence, that Georgia 
engineers from Atlanta, Savannah, Ma- 
con, Columbus and Athens would be 
of the party; but the congenial Athens 
delegation of seven was Georgia’s de- 
pendence, ag things turned out. That 
delegation consisted of J. W. Barnett, 
city engineer; W. T. Bryan, president 
Athens Fiectric railway; Billups Phini- 
zy. president Southern Mutual Insur- 
ance Company; John J. Wilkins, presi- 
dent Georgia National Bank; B. F. 
Hardeman, Esq.: and from the uni- 
versity, Mr. E. T. Miller and Professor 
Cc. M. Strahan. 

At the request of the editor of The 
Constitution, I have consented to give 
some account of what we saw and the 
impressions made. 


Main Features of the Canal. 

The maps and profile published here- 
“with will portray the relative positions 
and features of the work under con- 
struction. These features are as fol- 
lows: The harbors at each end, pro- 
tected by breakwaters; the big Gatun 
dam, with its locks and epillway; the 
immense Gatun lake, 164 square miles, 
formed behind the dam; 9 miles of deep 
cutting through the continental divide 
at Culebra, with its $7,000,000 cubic 
yards of earth and rock excavation; 
the lock and dam at Pedro Miéguel., 
which closes the Pacific end of Gatun 


lake, and the two locks at Miraflores. 


Following the maps, we note that 7 
miles of sea level channel, 500 feet 
wide and 41 deep, leads from the At- 


lantic to the foot of the Gatun locks; , 


that here, by three twin locks, each 


1,000 feet long, 110 feet wide and 28 1-3 | 


feet lift, the lake level 85 feet above 
the sea is reached: that 
trough the lake for 23 miles, a deep 
channel from 1,000 to 6500 feet wide 
will permit full speed navigation to 
the mouth of Culebra cut; that there 
we have 9 miles of channel 300 feet 
wide and 45.feet deep, extending the 
lake level to the Pedro Miguel lock: 
that at Pedro’ Miguel, the single ster 
twin lock lowers the level 30 feet: 


that 1% miles of Miraflores lake bring: 


us to the two-step twin locks at Mira 
flores; and that these locks will lowe: 
the stepping 55 feet to the 8-mil« 
stretch of sea level channel, 500 feet 
wide, leading past Balboa, 
posed port, and out into the Pacific 
ocean, The totalelength ig 50% miles. 
These features ofiginate logically out 
of the topography and rainfall’ condi- 
tions on the isthmus. | 

The. Gatun dam, by forming this 
large lake, converts the Chagres river 
from a raging énemy into a generous 
friend. Its flood waters will spread 
harmlessly over the lake surface, its 
burden of silt will deposit in the lake 
margins far from the ship channel and 
its surplusage of water beyond the 
needs of the locks will furnish power 
to operate the lock machinery and 
gates and to light the canal from end 
to end for safe navigation by night. 
Such in outline is the program of con- 
struction by which the canal officials 
expect to provide, on or before Janu- 
ary 1, 1915, a waterway across the 
isthmus adequate for the largest ships 
yet built, sailing under their own 
steam; for the handling of a maximum 
of 48 ships per day through the six 
duplicate locks, equivalent to a traf- 
fic of 80,000,000 tons per year; for a 
safe transit at full speed through 39 
miles of the distance at 4 miles per 
hour through Culebra cut, and :total- 
ing less than 12 hours for the lockage 
and sailing time between oceans. 

Organisation. 

The work is carried on under a 
canal commission of which Colonel 
Goethals is the chairman and chief 
engineer. He is also the head of the 
Panama Railroad. His powers are 
extremely broad. The six members 
virtually compose his cabinet, and are 
in charge of certain portions of the 
-work., The departments are those of 
(1) construction and engineering, with 
three divisions, Atlantic, central and 
Pacific; (2) sanitation, civil adminis- 
tration and land. In addition, chief 
officers of subsistence, of general 
purchases, of accounts, of disburse- 
ments, of records and investigations, 
and a chief quartermaster are em- 
ployed. All of these departments and 
officials report directly to the chair- 
man and chief engineer. The multiple 
interests of the canal construction and 
engineering of the Panama Rallroad as 
@ transportation agent, of health mat- 
ters and hospitals, of civil govern- 
ment and police, of courts of justice 
and schools, of records and § finance, 
of subsistence and quarters are con-

It is not desirable to 
again the battle of the-levels and 
other debated questions which have 
agitated the engineering and congres- 
sional world in regard to the canal. 
Let me rather sketch the happenings 
of this inspection trip and hang upon 
that running story the impressions 
and comments that space will permit. 

Colon to Panama City. 

The engineers fromtheeastern and 
middle states came by ship from New 
York. The western and southern en- 
gineers sailed via New Orleans. Both 
ships arrived at Colon within a few’ 
hours of each other on Thursday. 
Colonel George W. Goethals, chief en- 
gineer and chairman of the canal 
commission; Colonel H. F. Hodges,

officials were there to welcome us on 
arrival. They had arranged for the 
entrance of our baggage without cus- 
tom housSe inspection, and a special 
train was ready to carry the united 
party ross the isthmus to the Tivoli 
Hotel at Panama. The trip was made 
in about two and a half hours over 
the lines of the historic Panama Rail- 
road. Built, 1849 to 1855, by three 
Americans, controlling, by its 
franchises, the territory and the route 
of the camal across the isthmus, its 
purchase was the first step of the De- 
Lesseps company. Its value to the 
French and its enhanced value to the 
Americans as an aid to construction 
of the canal has been incalculable. 
Engineers with experience in the 
tropics knew very well the vast dif- 
ficulty of opening the first highway or 
railway through the dense jungle. 
Had a railroad existed from Lake 
Nicaragau to the Pacific coast in 1902 
it may well have been that the 
Nicaragua to the Pacific coast in 1902 
the choice of congress, and that an 
American canal 600 miles nearer our 
coasts would now be the suject of 
this article. 3 

This afternoon's ride gave us our 
first impressions of the broken topo- 


jungle, of the location of Golden Dam, 
of the Chagres valley to be flooded by 
the future lake, of the picturesque 
towns and camps grown up along the 
canal route, of the innocent looking 
river which so quickly rises forty feet 
and discharges 80,000 cubic feet per 
second, of the canal prism, now com- 
pleted in the valley section, and 
showing a great gash through. the 
continent’s backbone from Gamboa to 
Pedro Miguel. Thence down the Pa- 
cific slope with distant views of the 
two lock sites and the picturesque 
panamora surrounding Ancon Hill 
upoh whose north and western slopes 
clings the American town of Ancon 
} closely adjoining the city of Panama. 
A surveyor’s line Is all that separates 
Ancon from Panama, physically; but 
four centuries of civilization and the 
moral standards of a pure blooded race 
are the mighty barriers between 
American: and Panamanian character. 
Tiveli Hotel. 

Arrived at Panama, the ubiquitous 
hack with small native horses at gal- 
lop took us up the hill to the Tivoli 
Hotel, where accommodations had 
been reserved for the entire party. 
Beautifully situated, overlooking the 
old city of Panama and the peaceful 
harbor, well designed for a tropical 
climate, run by the canal commis- 
sion at reasonable rates, this spacious 
hotel is the center of American social 
interest for the entire canals zone and 
the haven of all visitors to the canal. 

How the Daily Trips Proceeded. 

‘From the Tivoli as headquarters, 
each day’s inspection trip started at 
8:30 a. m. There were no laggards, 
nor absentees. The engineers, many of 
them in working garb of khaki and 
top boots, were in earnest, and bent 
on seeing everything. In this they 
were not disappointed. Boarding the 
special observation train,

ual wish directed, ny one failed to re- 
ceive ajl the/information he sought. 
Groups also surrounded the canal offi- 
cials when the trains were.in transit, 
and they were kept busy indeed going 
over the multifarious details of organ- 
ization, of ,construction, of methous, 
and @@ plans. The officials were most 
alert and courteous in trying to sup- 
ply each member with printed matter, 
with cuts and blue prints, and with 
every opportunity for judging things 
as they were. : 
The Culebra Cut. 

First of all, on Friday morning we 
went through Culebra cut. Our train 
went back and forth on different lev- 
els of this enormous artificial chasm, 
nine miles long, and with its sides 
Sloping up to a height-.of nearly 5600 
feet at Gold Hill. This is the spectac- 
ular point of the canal. We watched 
the fifty steam shovels snorting and 
biting’ out the earth <n huge mouthfuls 
of four and five cubic yards, and the 
150 locomotives and trains needed to 
keep these shovels busy and to rush 
their loads to the dams, to the break- 
water in the harbor, and to various 
huge dumping grounds. We realized 
to some extent what it meant to exca- 
vate earth and rock at the rate of 
75,000 cublic yards per day, and to de- 
liver 300 trainloads daily at points 
twelve to twenty miles away. We 
noted the numerous batteries of drills 
preparing the holes tor a daily charge 
of 20,000 pounds of dynamite to break 
up the rock in advance for the steam 
When President Taft 
went through the cut in 1910, not a 
single pound of explosive was allowed. 
there. They were not so careful for 
us, but the firing of the charges was 
kindly deferred until our train was at 
a safe distance. Engineers are not 
supposed to be afraid of dynamite any 
But this active scene of heavy 


large scale, made us realize that the 
work was hazardous, that premature 
explosions were likely to occur, that 
trainmen and laborers become careless 
and oblivious to danger, and that we 


| must expect a large death rate from 


accident on work like this. That only 
seven men were injured from prema- 
ture blasts last year is a remarkably 
good showing, and the total of e’ghty- 
eight killed in railroad accidents 
among 15,000 men employed, will not 
strike the well-informed American 


contractor as a large mortality. 


The Slides. 

While going through the cut our at- 
tention was particularly directed to the 
much-talked-of slides that have been 
moving into the canal prism. A num- 
ber of engineers went back there later 
and examined these slides with great 
care. The whole matter was very fully 
discussed amongst us, and with Colonel 
D. D. Gaillard, the division engineer. 
He reports that 6,500,000 yards have 
already been removed from existing 
slides. Just how much more will have 
to be removed is, of course, not defi- 
nitely known. Should the quantity run 
as high as 20,000,000 it would not delay 
the date assigned for the completion 
of the canal. Hitherto the sliding ma- 
terlal has been moved from the toe of 
the break as it slowly pushes into the 
canal prism. A better plan is now be- 
ing inaugurated, namely, to work from 
the top of the larger slides and by re- 
moving the burden above, the lower 
portions will probably cease to move. 
This has been the practice in large rail- 
road -slides in this country, and is 
known to be effective when accom- 
panied by drainage protection above. 

The slides are developed by the heavy 
blasting tremors during the wet sea- 
son when the earth and rock seams are 
saturated with water. The canal en- 
gineers do not seem disturbed over the 
slide question; nor did the visiting en- 
gineers deem it unduly serious. It is 
largely a question of yardage to be re- 
moved and better protection from storm 
water. 

When the blasting ceases and vege- 
tation has a chance to take hold and 
protect the surface of the slopes, the 
slides will cease to give trouble. 

Repairing the Equipment. 

But it is time to leave the cut and 
visit the repair shops at Gorgona. These 
shops are a vital link in the organiza- 
tion. With 300 locomotives, 100 steam 
shovels and 2,000 cars engaged in such 
rough service, everything would stop 
in a few days but for immediate re- 
pairs. I need not describe the equipb- 
ment of the shops nor its stock of du- 
plicate parts of machines. It is a verit- 
able engine and car hospital, with an 
endless stream of patients. The steam 
shovels are too cumbrous to bring to 
the shop. Hence at 5 o’clock, qutting 
time, a repair train rushes down to each 
shovel and during the night makes it 
ready for the next day’s work. The 
larger steam shovels will load 3,000 
cubic yards per day. The average cost 
per yard in this division is about 70 
cents. Should this shovel stop one hour 
the loss is $360, or about $6 per min- 
ute. It pays to keep them repaired. 

From the shops we went to lunch at 
the Canal Commission hotel at the town 
of Empire. Here meals are served at 
80 cents each to gold employees and 
others. The name is passed on the 
money in which the men are paid. I 
suspect, that being engineers, we were 
given a few extras this day, so excel- 


lent was the meal. But later I lunched 


at the Gatun hotel under every-day 
conditions, and found the food in qual- 
ity and service well worth the price 
charged. Other eating houses for the 
laborers, or er employees,.are found 
in each camp, where the charge is 10 
cents per meal. These are patronized 
by the Spaniardé, Igalians, Greeks and 
other European laborers. The negroes 
are served at company kitchens or 
mense commissaries and bakeries and 
houses and kitchens are run by the 
subsistence department, with its im- 
mense commisaries and bakeries and 
cold storage plants. Supplies are large- 
ly brought from the United States. 
Fifty thousand people depend upon this 
department for clothes and household 
supplies of all kinds, and 650,000 pre- 
pared meals are served each month. The 
department is run on a self-sustaihing 
basis. Its income is about $7,000,000 
per year. It is a huge business in it- 
self. 
Sanitation and Health. 

After lunch our train headed for 
Panama City. En route we saw the 
sanitation forces burning the grass 
along ditches and sprinkling them eith 
the carbolic acid and larvacide, w 
means certain death to the mosgul 
and its larvae. I did not see or hear 
a single mosquito on the isthmus, Yet 
every house is religiously enveloped in 
screens, porches and all. The mos- 
quito is more abundant in the wet sea- 
son, and eternal vigilance pursues him. 
His extermination is the most impor- 
tant single fact connected with the 
canal undertaking. The death and sick- 
ness rates respond immediately to any 
relaxation of this work. It was worth 
the two and a half years of prelimi- 
nery sanitation and organization to 
reduce the death rate from 48 to 10 
per thousand among the canal em- 
ployees. It has been worth the cost 
of $2,000,000 per year to entirely stamp 
out yellaw fever, and to reduce a sick 
rate from malaria, involving, during 
the year, 80 per cent of the total em- 
ployees down to a 20 per cent figure. 
Apply these percentages to an army of 
50,000 men on the canal and on the 
Panama Railroad, and the immense 
saving of life and of hospital service 
appears at once. The name of Colone} 
William C. Gorgas, the head of the 
sanitation department became famous 
in the yellow fever studies tn Cuba. 
The records of his department on tha 
isthmus by proving on so large and 
convincing a scale the truth of the 
mosquito theory of yellow fever and 
malaria origin is worth to the world the 
entire cost ofthecanal. A southerner 
himself, his lesson has a special mean- 
ing to the south. Think of the con- 
trast with the French days. Five 
thousand deaths from Ancon hospital 
between 1883 and 1889, chiefly the 
white employees, an average of three 
deaths per day from one hospital, 1,200 
of them from yellow fever. Not a 
Single case of yellow fever has origt- 
nated on the isthmus since 1906. 

Our day’s trip bas been on what is 
known as the Central Division, of 
which Colonel D. D. Gaillard. of 
Charleston, is the division engineer in 
full charge. His chief problem has 
been to excavate the 97,000,000 yards of 
earth and rock, and organize the com- 
plex transportation system for its dis- 
tant haulage.

Saturday morning was devoted to 
the locks at Pedro Miguel and Mira- 
flores, in the Pacific division of which 
Major & B. Williamson, of Virginia, 
a V. M. I. graduate, is the division en- 
gineer in charge. The Pedro Miguel 
lock ig 85 per cent complete and gives 
a splendid idea of how all of the

We entered with | 
nto all the details of how 1,500 


bled. mixed and deposited in one day 
of elaht hours’ work and discussed 
the workings of huge valves and 
leviathan steel gates to our heart's 
content. A similar experience was 
had at Miraflores lock, where the 
work is only 10 per cent complete and 
where the setting of valves and the 
formation of seats for the gates was 
revealed in detall. We saw here and 
later at Gatun how these enormous 
basins 1,000 feet long, 110 feet wide, 
to hold sixty feet of water depth were 
eonfined by massive concrete walls 
thirty to sixty feet thick and in some 
gases nearly 100 feet high. The larg- 
est gate leaves are to be elighty-two 
feet high and sixty-five feet wide, 
weighing 750 tons. They approxi- 
mate in size the end of a seven-story 
office building. Ninety-two leaves 
forming forty-six gates in the twelve 
lock chambers will be installed. The 
contract is let and the material is now 
being delivered. We began to wonder 
whether the ordinary battleship 350 
feet Jong would not get lost in these 
1.000-foot locks. We saw the wis- 
dom of using intermediate gates to 
divide the larger lengths into locks 
of 350 and 650 feet and thus save 
water in the lockages of ordinary 
ships, for it will take 25,000,000 gal- 
lons of water to fill one large lock 
basin. From the supply tunnels and 
valves we saw that this huge flow 
transfer might be made in twelve min- 
utes and that the allowance of thirty 
men in each lock or three hours 
for the six lecks was a liberal time 
for passing @ ship through them. In 
the afternoon we were taken to- the, 
commission headquarter« at Culebra, 
where in the presence of a large re- 
lief model of the isthmus and of work- 
ing models of the locks Colonel  H. 
Ar. Hodges, assistent chief engineer, 
clearness the 
convincing reasons for the plans un- 
@er execution, just how the locks 
would work and how completely ships 
would:be guarded from the accidents 
which have occurred at other large 
locks. These protection devices are 
imteresting and very hRecessary where 
the sizes and lifts are so much be- 
yond existing structurea, but I for- 
bear to describe them. 
Teboga Sanhtartum. 


Sunday was given to a trip to the 


' winsia of Taboga, 10 miles out in the 
Facific, a most beautiful spot, where 
the French had established a sick 
camp and where the Americans con- 
tinue a convalescent sanitarium for 
|sold employees, when able to leave 
the hospitals. Employees like to be 
Sent to Taboga and so did the en- 
gineer party. 

We went on the three service tug- 
boats, following the canel channel 
past the islands of Naos, Culebra and 
Flamenco, A breakwater, 2 miles long, 
is being bullt from the mainiand to 
Naos Island. It will protect the chan- 
nel from drifting silt. On Flamenco 
Island the proposed fortifications for 
the Pacific entrance will be placed. 
An hour’s sale brought us to Taboga. 
The landing was effected from small 
boats rowed by small natives. We took 
& swim in the Pacific; this was an 
ir .vidual, not a ocollective function. 
We strolled through the queer old 
Spanish town of Taboga, founded in 
the sixteenth century. It has not 
grown in population to its years. Its 
houses of crude masonry and covered 
with red tile are picturesque, but not 
palatial. It has a church and a cock 
pit. Whether any of the engineers 
passed by the church and yielded to 
the blandishmentg of the Panamanian 
national sport of Sunday cock fighting 
this deporent sayeth not. A delightful 
lunch, tneluding the famous Taboga 
pineapple, was served and a_ sai! 
through the bay back to Balboa com- 
pleted the trip. 

Ancon Quarry. 

Monday we inspected the Ancon rock 
quarry and@ crushing plant, whence 
broken stone is supplied to Pedro 
Miguel and Miraflores locks for the 
2,000,000 yards of concrete they wil! 
require. Blasted out high up on the 
face of the hill, the rock {ts brought 
down in hopper cars and dumped into 
the jaws of the crusher, which con- 
Sumes it at the ravenous rate of 300 
tons per hour. Thence by moving 
belts to the screen and bins g0Oes the 
product. Trains run beneath the long 
row of bins and the cars are loaded 
from spouts as they pass slowly along. 
An equally large plant is at Porto 
Bello on the Atlantic end and supplies 
the Gatun locks. All told, 5,000,000 
cubic yards of broken stone wi"]l be 
supplied for the masonry of the cana! 
and 5,000,000 barrels of cement will be 
needed. 

From the quarry to Balboa and up 
the canal channel tn tugs toward Mira- 
flores to watch the dredges and hy- 
draulic pipe lines at their quiet but 
effective work. There remains to be 
excavated about 18,000,000 yards in this 
division, and the work is now proceed- 
\ng~e at the rate of 6,000,000 yards per 
year; but the dredging equipment is 
to be increased shortly in order that 
the dredging shall finish by January 
1, 1914, 

The French and Their Efforts. 

We passed In one of the bayous what 
the employees irreverently designate 
as a French “bone yard,” meaning 
thereby an aggregation of unused, ob- 
solete machinery and junk. This one 
contained ladder dredges and other

quent sights on the isthmus. They are 
in a certain way pathetic. They tel! 


,of a heroic effort, of immense wasted | 


treasure, of many thousand lives lost. 
They are the skeletons of the French 
engineers’ dreams. But do not let 
yourself decry the Frenchman and his 
work on the isthmus. Our engineers 
know how thoroughly he studied the 
engineering problems and how im- 
mensely valuable his data and surveys 
have proven. They credit the French 
with having gathered there what was 
the largest and most imposing equip- 
ment for excavation and dredging that 
the world has ever seen, representing 
the best in capacity, design and ma- 


? 


ee 


terial of its day. Disorganized by dis- 
ease and handicapped by what are 
now small unit capacities, their tota)] 
work reached 78,000,000 yards, of which 
nearly _ 30,000,000 are of value to the 
American route, Their failure was no 
disgrace. The world’s knowledge and 
progress in sanitation, in mechanical 
units, in cement manufacture, in 
crushing machinery, in electric power 
and lighting were inadequate until now 
for so gigantic a battle with the 
isthmus. 

Thus day by day, under the tireless 
escort and courtesies of the canal offi- 
cials, our engineer party proceeded to 
the inspection of the relocated Panama 
railroad line, with its separate force 
of 5,000 laborers, and 14,000,000 yards 
of embankment and $8,000,000 ef cost; 
of the great Gatun dam, with its locks 
and spillway, and other minor points. 

Gatun Dam. 


The dam is the mammoth key to the 
whole project. Its dimensions of 9,000 
feet length, 2,000 feet width on the 
base, 115 feet of height, 30 feet of 
which will be above the lake level, ex. 
plains why it requires 20,000,000 yarae@ 
of earth and hydraulic fill, and re- 
sembles in size a natural ridge of 
nature’s making. Five city blocks wide 
on the base and the height of an ordi- 
nary water tower, its resisting 
strength is enormously in excess of 
any possible pressures. We saw them 
building it of mud, as shown in the 
cut herewith. The mud is pumped in 
between two embankments or toes of 
rock and clay. The water runs off and. 
leaves the silt and sand. As the pond 
fills up with mud, the toes are raised 
and the process is repeated. California 
and the west have built many such 
dams of greater height, but none of 
such absurdly large cross-sections. 
Everyone saw that it was strong 
enough, and that it was water-tight 
so far.

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GREAT TUNNEL THROUGH ALPS * 
COMPLETED AFTER YEARS’ WORK 


Kandersteg, Switzerland, April 22.— 
(Special.)—The colossal task of plerc- 
ing the Bernese Alps between the 
Kander valley on the north and the 
Rhone valley on the south, has just 
been completed. 

The new tunnel, known as the 
Lotschberg tunnel, ig about nine and a 
half miles iong, entering the moun- 
tains at Kandersteg and emerging at 
Goppenstein, near Gampel, on the 
Rhone. 

The completion of the tunnel will 
greatly shorten the journey between 
Berne and thus Basle, Paris and Ca- 
lais, and Brigue andthe Simplon tunnel 
leading to Italy. The present ra'tway 
between Berne and Brigue is forced 
by the towering Bernese Alps to make

a long ‘detour by the Rhone valley and 
Montreux. The tunnel has been under 
construction for five years, and: las 
cost $10.000,000. 

The last dividing wall between 
two borings, which was about three 
feet thick, was pierceg at 2 a. m. The 
hole was not detected until the wreck- 
age had been renroved. It was first 
seen by a miner from the south side, 
who set a drill through the hole and 
then realized the fact and stoppeg the 
boring. There was then repeated and 
prolonged cheering through the en- 
tire tunnel. Flowérs were put through 
the hole for the engineer, Herr Rot- 
pletz, to whose great energy was due 
the fact that the tunnel was pierced 
in.so short a period.

President C. Elmer Smith, of the 
Georgia Power Company, is authority 
for the statement that the company 
purposes to install six 156,000-horse 
power generators of the most modern 
type, and that it is the purpose to put 
in equipment which will provide for a 
100,000-horse power development at 
the plant.

which fs now in progress under the 
direction of Engineers A. L. Kenyon & 
Herrington, is the construction of a 
compressor plant at the foot of L’Eau 
d'Or, Golden Water Fall. This plan! 
will be used solely for the purpose of 
digging a tunnel 6,600 feet long, 14 
feet high and 12 feet wide, througl 
solid rock from the big dam at the 
bridge, across the wagon road, to the 
“forebay,” near “The Lodge,” from 
which the water, carried through the 
tunnel from the dam will fall precip!i- 
tately, 600 feet down the tremendous 
turbines that will turn the generators. 
Dam Near Wagon Bridge. 

‘Visitors to Tallulah Falls, and this 
includes almost half of Georgia and 
many from neighboring states, will re- 
call the wagon roa bridge a short 
distance beyond the Cliff House, under- 
neath which the rushing water moves 
rapidly toward the series of falls 
which have long been known as one of 
nature’s foremost beauties in the east- 
ern United States. 

It is right at this wagon road that 
the big dam is to be constructed. This 
dam will be 110 feet high, adding that 
much to the height from which the 
water ia to fall to the turbines, 350 
feet across the top and 75 feet across 
the bottom. It will back the water up 
for a distance of a mile and a halt, 
forming a beautiful artificial lake, the 
idea of which is proving attractive, it 
is stated, to the inhabitants of the sec- 
tion about the falls. 

Tunnel Through Solid Rock. 

From this dam the water will be 
conveyed by the tunnel cut through 
solid rock, a distance of 6,600 feet, or 
about a mile and a quarter. This tun- 
nel will be from 40 to 140 feet below 
the surface, running along the cliffs 
below the little shelf upon which the 
Tallulah Falls railroad is set. 

At this point this tunnel will be far 
below the little nooks found all along 
the cliff from which’ thousands upon 
thousands of visitors have stood and 
vfewed the magnificent surrounding 
scenery, looking down into the tremen- 
dous chasm, anywhere from a few hun- 
dred to 1,000 feet deep or more— 
mighty depths that have thrilled the 
sightseer and brought often’ the 
thought of what would be the effect of 
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falling from that dizzy height onto 
the rocks lying far below. 

Work upon this tunnel will be be- 
gun at six different points, at the dam 
site, at. the “forebay,”” which is the 
reservoir catching the water at the 
point where it falls to the turbines, 
and in either direction from two inter- 
mediate points where subsidiary tun- 
nels, 150 and 250 feet long, will first 
have to be made into the side of the 
cliff. 


Lineg With Concrete, 


The interior of this tunnel will be 
floored, faced and roofed in concrete; 
it will be twice the height of a 7-foot 
man; {ts fall will be slight, just suffi- 
client to carry the water rapidly from 
the upper surface of the water at the 
dam, to the forebay, rapidiy enough to 
keep it full. 

It wil) require fourteen months to 
build this tunnel alone, and that con- 
stitutes the most difficult part of 
the work. When it is completed the 
compressor plant to which has beer 
built a spur track and an incline for 
the purpose of placing the machinery 
and materials at the foot of L’eau d'or 
Fall, will be abandoned and torn 
down, for, although bullt at consider- 
able cost, it will have served the only 
purpose to which it can be put, that of 
supplying compressed. air to dig the 
tunnel through the rock. 

From the Tallulah FaWs railroad be- 
low The Lodge, another spur track 
has been built out to the forebay for 
the purpose of carrying materials and 
machinery to that point where they 
will be used and from where they will 
be bowered into the chasm to the 
power house. 

Leong Fall te Turbines. 

From the forebay, a big basin, 30 by 
60 feet, the water will take a sheer 
drop of 600 feet on a slight angle, but 
almost vertical, right into the turbines, 
creating a tremendous power = which 
will there be transformed into electric 
current to be distributed on big copper 
wires to Atlanta and other points, fur- 
nishing current for power, lights or 
any other purpose at a distance of 200

Water Over the Falls. ’ 

Although the water is te be used in| 
the creation of power, there will! stifl! 
be water flowing over the falls, for 
when it is once backeg up behind the 
dam, there will be more water, it is 
stated, than can be handled through 
the rock tunnel] and more than will be 
needed to turn the turbines. 

The work of constructing the power 
house, the dam and other essential 
features of the project will be pushed 
rapidly forward at the same time the 
tunnel fs being cut, so that when the 
tunnel is completed the entire plant 
will be practically {n readiness to be- 
gin turning out current. 

Other Water Powers. 

In addition to the Tallulah Falls 
project the same company has in view 
later on the establishment of other big 
power plants in north Georgia, one 
on the Chattahoochee near Gaines- 
ville, which has already been partially 
developed, another on the Etowah in 
Cherokee county and another on the 
Chattahoochee near Franklin in Heard 
county. The property rights have 
been acquired by the company at all 
these points, and it is ite purpose to 
develop for distribution and sale in 
the northern section of the state a to- 
tal of 160,000 or 200,000-horse power. 

As has been stated, this will con- 
stitute the\ most gigantic hydro-elec- 
tric development east of the Rocky 
mountains with thé one exception of 
Niagara Falls.

investiture of the young Prince of 
Wales and the trip of the king and 
queen to India for the durbar, promise 
to make an ugly hole in the British 
| purse. 

Just how much the Indian trip will 
run away with it fs impossible to say, 
except in a general way. Ap estimate 
of $2,500,000 would not be an excessive 
one, all things considered, although a 
large part of that will come from In- 
dian sources. The present king has 
more appreciation of the value of 
money than had his open-handed fath- 
er, and there probably will be an effort 
to keep the expenditure down to a 
reasonable figure. But, at the same 
time, there are various large outlays 
that cannot be avoided, considering the 
dignity and position of the royal ‘trav- 
elers. 

The visit to India of the late king, 
when Prince of Wales, in 1876, gives 
some hint of the amount of money 
that will probably be burned when 
King George goes to receive the hom- 
age of his Indian subjects. The total 
cost of King Edward's trip was $1,500,- 
000. But he was not king and emperor, 
and there was no coronation durbar to 
suck up the golden sovereigns. Pariia. 
ment voted $300,000 for the general ex- 
penses of the trip, but Sir Bartle Frere, 
who had the arrangements in hand, 
protested that the amount would hard- 
ly buy. the presents it was considered 
necessary to make to the native 
princes. He asked for $500,000, but 
parliament had its own ideas of econ- 
omy, and refused to raise its donation. 
In the end Sir Bartle was compelied to 
go to Lord Northbrook, who induced 
the Indian treasury to vote $50,000 to- 
ward the fund for the buying of 
presents. 

Feeling in England ran pretty high 
against the prince’s extravagances, 
especially in radical quarters. Open 
complaint was made that the whole 
thing was only the means of affording 
the prince a pleasure trip. Protests 
were voiced in the house of commons,

Eventually public feeling subsided, 
especially when it was learned that, 
although the prince’s presents to the 
Indian princes cost upward of $200,000, 
their presents to him represented about 
$2,500,000. One maharajah sent him a 
jeweled sword worth $60,000. Further 
salve to the feelings of the English 
people was found in the fact that more 
than $1,250.000 worth of the presents of 
the Indian princes were bought by 
them in England, so that it put a fat 
penny into the pocket of London and 
other large cities, 

This, of course, will be King George's 
second visit to India. His trip to that 
part of the world In 1906 is estimated 
to have cost close on to §1,250,000. 
Parliament voted $100,000 and the 
journey was made in the warship Re- 
nown, which had to be considerably 
altereq to make her comfortable for 
the royal passengers. The latter ex- 
pense was met by the navy depart- 
ment. India settled the large bill for 
the ceremonies that. marked the visit. 
In this instance the king's privy purse 


was used to a large extent ang for 


that reason the actual total expendi- 
ture on the trip has never been made 
public. 

Aside from this trip, In which osten- 
tation and show and glitter were so 
important a part, King George's trav- 
els seldom have cost the British rate 
payers much money, although he has 
been a greater traveler—-probably the 
greatest of European monarchs. The 
most expensive was his journey to 
Australia, which ate up about $800,000. 
For this trip a specia) steamer was 
chartered, as will be the case in the 
coming trip to India. Considering that 
it was necessary to retain the vessel 
for a long time and a naval escor; had 
to be provided this sum was really a 
reasonable one. The king’s trip to 
Canada ‘of recent years cost only $10,- 
000, but he did not, do much more 
than cross the Atlantic. 

Kaiser William, of Germany, is not

one of those who believe in throwing 
money away, except on his beloved 
army and navy. His spectacular trip 
to the Holy Land, which ts said to 
have had a political motive back of it, 
is reported to have cost less than $25,- 
000. On that occasion the kaiser es- 
tablished a link between himself and 
the “man in the street” by going to

Much of it comes 
from waterfalls controlled by the gov- 
ernment, the concession of which the 
trusts are trying to get. 

A part of this same scheme ts the 
development of our rivers. We have 
295 of them in the United States, with 
navigable waters long enough to en- 
circle the globe. The great lakes are 
the busiest freight routes upon earth, 
and boats can go on the Mississippi 
for two thousand miles. We have al- 
ready built 4,500 miles of eanals, and 
we have schemes which propose the 
joining of the great lakes with the 


Mississippi, and also with the sea.

Uncle Sam is setting 
these little devils to work, and he shows 
you just how and which ones to use, 
He is now analyzing the soils of the 
whole country, and making a survey 
which will show just how to treat them. 
He is also testing new seeds and plants, 
and his explorers are traveling over 
the world seeking new crops. We have 
already made millions by his introduc- 
tion of rice and macaroni wheat, and 
are inaugurating tropical agriculture 
in the irrigated deserts of the west. 

These new crops are of many kinds 
and suggestions may be given of things 
out of which any farmer can make 
money. 

Uncle Sam’s Pians for the Miner. 

Many of the latest schemes relate 
to the mines and the miners.

The geological surveyors are 
now prospecting and sizing up these 
coal lands, and the government is sell- 
ing them in forty-acre tracts at from 
$50 to $100 and upward per acre. In 
connection with this there_are about 
fifteen billion tons of available coal 
in Alaska, which will soon be thrown 
open to those who apply. Some of this 
coal is that which it is said the Gug- 
genheims tried hard to grab. 

As to our other minerals they brin 
in many millions a year, and Uncle 
Sam’s records will show just what they 
are and where. 

In this same connection are the new 
measures now being introduceg for 
protecting the miner. The government 
is testing all sorts of explosives, and 
doing all it can to save life in the 
mines. Experiments are going on in 
the coal regions of Pennsylvania, and 
also in the gold and silver mines of 
the west. 

Uncle Sam’s Pians for Corn and Cotton. 

Some of the biggest schemes of the 
government relate to the cotton Delt 
and cornfields. The government is 
teaching corn breeding and corn sgeed- 
ing. Our corn brought in last year

are equally valuable, and of how 
dates, oranges and figs are 
zrown on the new irrigated grounds 
of the southwest. On some of the Ari- 
zona farms they raise five crops of 
cabbage a year. 
More Money From Live Stock. 

But few people know that the gov- 
ernment has gone into the stock- 
raising business. Uncle Sam has recent- 
ly established breeding farms in differ- 
ent parts of the union. -He ig raising 
Morgan horses agd fine cgttle, includ- 
ing Jerseys, Shorthorns and others. Our 
arm enimals are now bringing us in 
about two billion dollars a year, and 
the government believes that this 
amount by careful breeding can be 
increased five hundred million dollars, 
or more. This should bring down the 
price of meats, and it is interesting 
to every householder. 

In the same connection is the breed- 
ing of game. The government is intro- 
ducing partridges and pheasants. It

«thas herds of reindeer Mm Alaska. A 


curious feature is the probable intro- 
duction of the hippopotamuses for the 
swamps of the south. I am told aiso 
that one man has made a fortune in 
skunks which he rears for their skins. 

We have thousands of men and wom- 
en nursing chickens. Uncle Sam has 
new methods of fowl-raising, and quite 
a number of peaple are making a liv- 
ng by breeding guineas for game. Our 
,oultry crop is worth as much as the 
otten crop, the hay crop or the wheat 
crop. 

Unele Sam, Doctor. 

Another interesting work of Uncle 
Sam is the care he is now exercising 
‘ver the health of his children. The 
szovernment has scores of scientists in- 
.estigating diseases of animal and men. 
Ve are wiping out the mosquitoes and 
slaughtering the flies that bring ty- 
vhoid fever. We take the temperatures 
of the cows to learn whether they 
have consumption, and we tell just how 
ineir milk should be treated. Uncle 
sam is also inspecting the drugs and 
meats. He protects you , from bad 
iiqguor and tells just how much alcohol 
here is in every bottle of ‘wine and 
beer. 

He is also testing foods and food 
values, and lays down rules by which 
you may grow lean or fat. He has cook- 
ing schools which are studying how 
to prepare meats and vegetables, and 
tells you just what to eat to become 
the best man physically and mentally. 

Our National Assets. 


The government is now figuring up 
how much we are worth. For the past 
several years it has had an army of in- 
vestigators estimuting our crops, anl- 
mals and foods, and these figures are 
now about ready for use. They show 
that we have 300,000 factories with a 
sapital of $15,000,000,000. They give 
he wages of every state of the union 
'¢ well as a fullcourtof Uncle Sam's 
children. This has been done by the 
census, the work of which includes 
aew facts of great human interest. 

Unele Sam, Detective. 

One of the interesting phases of 
Uncle Sam’s work is the pursuit of 
crime aay his efforts to protect his 
children from frauds. This hag been 
inaagurated within the past few years, 
and it now forms a great network 
which gathers in the robbers, from the 
counterfeiters to the trust magnates. 
There are hundreds of these detectives 
and spies. There are the corporation 
detectives who are looking into the 
books of the truste and the railroads. 
There are detectives who are examin- 
ing false weights and measures, cus- 
tom house sples who are after the 
smugglers; internal revenue spies who 
are hunting the moonshiners and 
treasury detectives who are chasing 
the counterfeiters. This sphere of 
crime is very extensive, and the of- 
ficilals are increasing their work of 
Prevention. Some of the most inter- 
esting revelations of the present are 
those which relate to frauds through 
tie mails and to the destruction of 
fake mining schemes, land schemes and 
plantation schemes of one killed or an- 
other, 

Government Schemes for the Sailor. 

The government is alao doing a great 
deal for the sailors. tI is a life-saving 
eervice with 459 stations. It guards 
our coasts by 1,300 lighthouses and it 
has 46 lightships and 3,000 buoys. This 
service saved about $16,000,000,000 
worth of property last year, including 
vessels worth $12,000,000. It saved also 
6,000 lives, 

I want to tell how the coasts and 
harborg are being surveyed and de- 
acribe our enormous shipping interests, 
including a carrying trade amounting 
to $2,000,000,000 or $3,000,000,000. 

Uncle Sam, Exporter. 

What our patriarochial relative is do- 
ing to sell our crops and manufactures 
abroad is worth noting. In the past 
two or three years he has organized a 
new system for the development of 
our foreign commerce, and he now has 
his national trade drummers and gov- 
ernment agents in almost every coun- 
try. He haw inspectors who go from 
land to land studying the pushing of 
special crops, and he is also working 
the ermy of American consuls. Our 
foreign commerce now amounts to 


fabout three billion dollars a year, and 


our exports alone are over sixteen 
thousand millions. This business fs 
just at its beginning, and, neverthe- 
less, it is the greatest commerce of 
any nation.

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union, and whether they should not 
be given over to the people. He has 
still about five hundred billion board 
feet of standing timber, and in many 
of the national forests he is cutting 
the trees and sawing them into lumber. 
The forestry bureau claims that our 
wood will be gone within twenty 
years, and with it will go our lumber 
industry, which now brings in a billion 
dollars a year, and pays one hundred 
millions in wages. How to prevent the 
loss of thf’, how to plant new forests, 
and how to take care of those now 
standing, are among the special pro- 
jects which the government is study- 
ing. 

New Roads and How to Make Them. 

Another big thing concerns the roads 
of. the United States. The government 
is teaching the people how to improve 
their highways. This is interesting to 
the farmer, to the automobiler, and to 
every man who goes over the road. 
Twenty-two object lesson .roads have 
already been built, and over 700 miles 
of new roadways are in course of con- 
struction. This also affects the rural 
mail carriers, who travel by carriage 
more than a million miles every day, 
and serve more than twenty million of 
people. , 

Unele Sam and His Flying Machines. 

The government is interested in 
aviation, and is testing all sorts of 
balloons and flying machines for the 
army and navy. Some secret experi- 
ments. “The dirigible. balloon.” Will 
we éver carry mails through the air? 
These are some of the subjects of 
study. 

Connected with this are the new dis- 
coveries which have been made as to 
the upper air by means of box kites. 
This work is going on at Mount 
Weather, in the Blue Ridge, where 
kites are flown dally and aerial flights 
of various kinds made. Uncle Sam 
is now spending ga million and a half 
dollars per annum in forecasting the 
weather, and Dr. Willis Moore claims 
that he is saving the farmer, nianu- 


facturer and exporters $50,000,009 a' 


year. 
The New United States. 

But I might fill several columns with 
the mere mention of the great enter- 
prises which our patriarchal uncle has 
under way or in contemplation.

The recent contributions in The Con 
stitution containing accounts of tho 
viits of Presidents Roosevelt 
Washington and Jackson to Georgta 
bring to mind the visit of Aaron Burr, 
@x-vice president of the United Btates, 
to Georgta. 

This wae soon after his unfortunate 
uel with Alexander Hamilton anda 
utter disgrace before the American 
public. In his early youth, Burr wae 
@n active officer in the continental ana 
revolutionary armies. Under the com- 
mend of General Montgomery, on the 
night of the assault on Quebec, when 
the latter was killed, Burr bore his 
body on his back from the field, ana 
was noted for other remarkable acts 
of bravery. After the war he entered 
the arena of politics. becoming a mem 
ber of the legislature of New York in 
1784. mn he became United States 
genator and in the presidential election 
of 1800 he and Thomas Jefferson had 
an equa’ number of votes in the elec- 
toral college. The house of represen- 
tatives decided the choice in favor of 
Jeffersor. and Burr became vice pres!i- 
dent.

They are young steers—two 
loads of them being 18 months old, or 
“baby” beef, as is commonly known, 
and the finest of this kind ever seen 
vn foot in the south—and the other 
two loads just under three years old, 
being part of the first lot of calves 
from the Comer farm. 

While it is a frequent occurrence for 
(his packing concern to purchase cattle 
in Georgia, this is the first shipment 
of strictly high-grade beef cattle that 
were Georgla-raised from start to fin- 
ish that have been received since the 
plant was opened. Heretofore the bulk 
of the cattle have been those brought 
from Tennessee to be fed by Georgia 
farmers. 

Mr. Comer is the first Georgian to 
take up the industry of breeding and 
raising high-grade beef cattle for the 
market, and he has taken it up on a 
much larger scale than the cattle feed- 
ers who have brought stock from other 
states and fed them for market. This 
man has certainly started out with a 
view to putting this industry on a very 
profitable basis, and his systematic 
methods are perfect in. their operation. 
lie has an immense acreage of lana 
under fence—16,300 acres in all—and 
as fine farm lands and pasturage as 
could be found in the whole United 
States. 

Some three years ago this progressive 
stock raiser, foreseeing the opportunity 
ant hand, went to Texas, where he pur- 
‘hased a train load of thoroughbred 
HWeretord and Shorthorn cows and a 
carload of thoroughbred breeding bulls, 
as the initial step of lt» undertaking 
on an extensive scale. 

taes Sensible System, 

In his method og marketing his cat- 
tle, Mr. Comer has put a sensible sys- 
tem in effect. For instance, the four 
earloads above referred to do not com- 
prise all the steer calves of the two 
bunches, as Mr. Comer is retaining part 
of the 3-year-old bunch for further de- 
velopment into heavier beef, which he 
will put on the market as 4-yrear-olds 
next year. So will the remainder of 
his younger bunch be pastured this 
summer and put on feed later to be 
marketed as 3-year-olds next winter. 
Thus will he have from these same two 
hunches ready to be marketed next 
winter as many, ff not more. head and 
heavier weight beef. 

As to his breeding department, he 
operates a good rotation system. He 
insistently refuses to sell any of his 
female stock—cows or heffers—for beef 
purposes. He holds them as breeding 
stock. with a view of increasing his 
herd, replacing the older cows each 


vear or so with the younger and hardier. 


From his original purchase three 
vears ago, he has about three hundred 
thoroughbred Hereford and Shorthorn 
cowe that he wil! begin to fatten for 
the market during this year. These 
cows will average about 1.000 to 1,100 
pound« in wel@ht, and present a fine 
lot of high-arade beef cattle. 

One of the most interesting features 
of the cattle department of this mar- 
nificent stock farm is a bunch of the 
calves of last May and June. Mr. Comer 
has these young fellows in one lot. as 
fat as butter. all of the Hereford breed, 
averaging 450 to 550 pounds. The steer 
ealves from this bunch will be fed for 
beef. and the heifer calves will be held 
to replace the older breeding stock as

put on the market, according to the 
rotation policy outlined above. 
Arrangement of Pastures. 

Mr, Comer’s arrangement of pastures 
is perfect down to the minutest detail, 
and is worked along this order. His 
pasture lands are divided up into so 
many separate pastures, say about two 
to five hundred acres square. In the 
first pasture will be found a bunch of 
seventy-five head of cattle grazing on 
Bermuda grass now about six inches 
high; the next plot will be a vacant 
pasture that has been resodded and is 
growing Bermuda, which when ready a 
lot of cattle of about seventy-five head 
will be turned into graze. In this way 
the pastures are never allowed to dry 
out, and the cattle are kept on rich 
Bermuda grass all the time while grow- 
ing. While they are grazing one pas- 
ture, the next pasture is being prepared 
for them, and is ready by the time that 
the old one ts dried out. 

Let it also be remembered that al! 
the feed for his cattle and other live 
stock is raised right on his farm, thus 
saving the expense in having to buy 
the feed, and, in return, getting abun- 
dant natural fertilizer for his vast 
lands. The value of the rich manure 
which Mr. Comer obtains from operat- 
ing his live stock department on such 
an extensive scule is positively ineal- 
culable, and every pourfd of it goes 
toward enriching Georgia land. In ad- 
dition to this, Mr. Comer realizes the 
very top of the market for his prime 
beef cattle. The four loads he sent to 
the market this past week averaging 
700 to 800 pounds on the younger lot 
and 900 to/1,000 pounds on the 8-year- 
old bunch, netted him $4,590, loaded on 
cars in Millhaven. The certified check 
as received by him is reproduced in 
these columns, and goes to show con- 
clusively that live stock of the right 
kind can be turned as quickly into cash 
as cotton, and any day in the year, as 
live stock is not a one-season propo- 
sition. 

Diversified Stock Raising. 


Although Mr. Comer its making such 
a success of his cattle raising he te- 
lieves thorough indiversified stock 
raising as well as diversified farm‘ng. 
He is not concentrating absolutely on 
the cattle end of live stock as a source 
of income, to the neglect of the other 
phases, but raises large numbers of 
very fine hogs and sheep, having al- 
ready marketed this year several loads 
of hogs and now having a plentiful 
supply of fine young stock and breed- 
ers at his farm, which will insure his 
having a supply for the market right 
along. No finer herd of sheep can De 
found than he has on rye pastufe He 
will be in the market early with 
spring lambs this year, thus reaping 
the benefit of the market at its best 
condition. 

Mr. Comer has eliminated the neces- 
sity for his neighboring farmers go- 
ing to Tennessee and other outside 
states to bring in feeders at a big 
expense for next year’s feeding. He 
will have to offer to Georgia farm- 
ers some of as fine specimens of beef 
cattle for feeding purposes as can be 
found anywhere, thus saving the cost 
of long trips to buy the feeder stock 
as well as the high cost. of freight 
from long distances to the feed pens, 
and aiso keeping Inside the state the 
initial profit on the stock. He is Neal- 
izing the now popular sentiment of 
“back to the farm.”

All supplies for the United States 
army quartered within the precincts of 
the department of the gulf will be pur- 
chased from headquarters in Atlanta 
if the “supply bureau” bill now before 
congress becomes a law.

FOR UNITED STATES SENATORS

‘Washington, April 22.—(Special.)— 
The new palatial senate office building 
whose original cost was $3,600,000, is 
probably the finest structure of its 
kind in the world. The natural beauty 
of the building is constantly being 
added to by various improvements of 
the interior. 

A United States senator has in his 
workshop every possible comfort and 
convenience that luxury and artistic 
taste can provide. His private office 
is finished in mahogany, and the desks 
and chairs are of solid mahogany of 
splendid workmanship. There are 
large, leather-cushioned chairs, a mas- 
sive davenport, and rich mahogany 
book cases. In addition to his private 
office, a. senator has another room for 
his clerks and secretaries, and in each 
suite there is a smaller room for filing 
cabinets and coats, and a lavatory. 

Should he care to indulge in the lux- 
ury of a Turkish bath he does not have 
to leave the building, but simply takes 
an elevator to the ground floor. Here 
has been fitted up for his use a bath 
establishment that would make Petro- 
nius green with envy. It ts of spot- 
less white marble throughout, and 
divided up into small bath rooms where 
shower, tub and steam baths may be 
enjoyed to one’s heart’s content. Noth- 
ing is missing except a pool and a 
masseuse. The former is being con- 
structed, but the senate has balked at 
making an appropriation for the latter, 
and is struggling along with the serv- 
ices of a few muscular negroes. 

If senators are not properly invigo- 
rated by the electric shocks produced 
by changes from hot to cold water, 
from steam room to icy bath, they may 
resort to the static machine convenient- 
ly at hand whereby lfe-giving waves 
are sent coursing through tired bodies. 

The latest addition to the building is 
a conference room designed by demo- 
cratic senators. It will have all the 
aspects of a club room, except that no 
drinks will be permitted to be served: 
no, not a one—not even one little tip- 
ple. That is the law Liquor cannot 
be sold in any government pbuilding, 
and the democrats are resolved not to 
have any in their club room. Senator 


Bob Taylor, of Tennessee, insists that 
liquor must be barred. Senator Payn- 
ter, of Kentucky, draws the line even 
on lockers. So it is certain that the 
historic observation of. the governor 
of North Carolina to the governor of 
South Carolina will not be current here. 

The democratic minority in the sen- 
ate has stolen a march on the repub- 
lican majority in having a conference 
room designed where they may meets 
informally on dull days and swap jokes 
while reading the latest European jour- 
nals and uplift magazines, far removed 
from the disconcerting presence of - 
crowded desks and Clattering typewrit- 
ers. 


There is to be no Jeffersonian sim- 
plicity to speak of about the. decora/ 
tions and appointments of thia room, 
but in order to appease the \great 
founder of the party; a large painti 
of Thomas Jefferson will be hung on 
one of the walls, and a portrait of An- 
drew Jackson, in oil, on the other. 
George Washingtn and Abe Lincodn 
and Alexander Hamilton will have to 
take their chances in the republican 
conference room. Huge plate glass mir- 
rors in massive gold frames will sur- ° 
mount the marble mantels and reflect 
back the dazzling radiance from chan- 
deliers of crystal and nickel silver. 

The furniture and draperies of this 
mammoth room, with its lofty ceiling, 
are being especially designed by artists 
of the leading furniture and house- 
fitting factories of the country. Every- 
thing used in the room will be of Amer- 
ican make, as is true of all the fur- 
nishings in the entire building. They 
will be of exquisite workmanship and 
exclusive pattern. One of the problems 
being faced by the decorator is the 
proper treatment of a large western 
window some 15 feet wide and 30 feet 
in height, to prevent senators being 
made uncomfortably warm by the glow- 
ing beams of the setting sun. That 
little detall will be encompassed as all 
the others have been, and the demo- 
cratic conference room develop into a4 
show place second only to the library 
of congress.

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Jerusalem Church at Ebenezer, Ga. 


Savannah, Ga., April 22.—(Special.)— 
Under the auspices of the Georgia So- 
cjety of Colonial Dames, and in the 
presence of severa! thousand Lutherans 
and others, a memorial tablet of bronze 
was erected and unveiled at Jerusalem 
church in Ebenezer today. This was the 
first Lutheran church built in the 
aouth, and is one of the very few, if 
not the only, colonial public building 
now in use in Georgia. 

Hiccause of the character of the ex- 
were attracted to Ebe- 
parts of the south and 
teorzia.

Besides those who went from 
savannah in automobiles and by train, 
members of the Luther League 
of Savannah crowded a steamer that 
was chartered for the trip. 

There were addresses by the Right 
Rev. F. F. Reese, bishop of the Episco- 
pal diocese of Georgia; the Rev. Dr. 
M. J. Epting,. president of the synod 
of Georgia and pastor of St. Paul’s 
Lutheran church, of Savannah; the 
Rev. F. A. Brown, rector of Christ 
Episcopal church, Savannah; the Rev. 
W. J. Fincke, of Augusta, vice presi- 
dent of the synod of Georgia, and Rev. 
T. W. Shealy. of Springfield, secretary 
of the Synod of Georgia. In behalf of 
Mrs. L. Gourdin Young, chairman of 
the purchasing committee of the So- 
clety of Colonial Dames, the tablet was 
presented by the Rev. William Hoppe, 
pastor of the Lutheran Church of the 
Ascension of Savannah. The memoria! 
Was accepted by the Rev. P. E. Shealy; 
of Ebenezer, pastor of the Jerusalem 
church. 

The inscription on the tablet ts as 
follows: 


“To the Glory of God.” 
In Memory of the Salzburger Luth- 
erans Who Landed at Savannah March 
12, 17384, and Built This Jerusalem 
Church as a House of Worship 
“1767-1769. 
“Erecteg by the Georgia Society 
Colonial Dames.” 
History of Salzburgers. 

In his address of presentation, Rev. 
Dr. Hoppe sketched roughly the history 
of the church, telling of the persecu- 
tion of the Salzburgers and their emi- 
xration from their native land to Geor- 
gia. During the latter part of the 
feventeenth century and early part of 
the eighteenth, the Salzburgers suffered 
mreat religious persecution, and were 
finally driven from the land of their 
birth under great hardships. While an 
edict was issued bv their enemies 
forcing them to emigrate, they were 
made to teave behind all children uf- 
der 14 years of age. 

Many of this persecuted people went 
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to Prussia and settled in Berlin; others 
to Denmark: and Sweden. There they 
learned of the Society for the Propaga- 
tion of the Gospel that had been or- 
ganized in London. Rev. Urlsburger, 
assistant pastor of the Royal German 
church in London, took an interest in 
them, and many went to that city. 
There an invitation to settle in Georgia 
was received from Governor Ogle- 
thorpe, and early tn 1734 they migrated 
to this country in Purisburg. They 
landed first at Charleston, where they 
were met by Governor Oglethorpe, who 
although on the point of sailing for 
England, turned back with them. and 
on March 12 the Salzburgers landed in 
Savannah. 

While a few were left here in this 

city, the greater majority of them were 
taken up the river to little Ebenezer 
creek, where they founded the present 
town of Ebenezer, later transferring 
their site from the lowland to the 
bluff. In 1741 they built thelr first 
frame church, and a few years later 
constructed an orphanage, in the chapel 
of which they worshiped for a time 
after the congregation had outgrown 
the original building. 
‘ In 1767 the little settlement of Salz- 
burgers began the construction of the 
Jerusalem church, and dedicated it in 
1769. The church then erected now 
stands on the same spot. With possibly 
a few alterations, it stands there just 
as it did when dedicated to worship, 
nearly 160 years ago.

WORK OF ATLANTA WOMEN 
FOR CIVIC BETTERMENT 


By Mrs. Robert J. Lowry. 
(In Knoxville Sentinel.) 

When I attempt to collect my 
thoughts and center them upon the 
subject assigned me, I am awed by the 
mental data which fills my mind, for 
it seems to me it would take a book 
of many chapters to describe justly 
and accurately the work Atlanta wom- 
en have accomplished for civic beauty 
and civic betterment. There arises 
before me the earnest faces Of those 
who did Atlanta’s first work for bet- 
terment. I pause to think tenderly of 
those who have passed to the “Great 
Beyond,” but who have left the in- 
spiration to those of us who are work- 
ing now, Atlanta’s women workers at 
present including women of all ages, 
fall denominations, but all united when 
the call igs made that they are’ needed 
as a unit to work in some civic move- 
mert. 

Work Is Organized. 

Organization distinguishes the work 
of Atlanta women, thig work extend- 
ing itself now along many lines. 
Though they have at all times since 
Atlanta was the little village built 
about the railroad terminus, worked 
for the poor, the hospitals and for the 
churches, it may be stated without 
hegitation, that the most direct influ- 
etice making for their present organ- 
ized activity, came in the Cotton States 
and International Exposition in 1895. 
The woman’s board of that enterprise 
brought together a- representative 
group of forty Atlanta women,, who 
invited to co-operate with them the 
women of every state of the union. 
There was @ generous response and in 
the woman's building there wae epito- 
mized the achievement at that time of 
the women of the nation. The exhib- 
its were not large, but told an eloquent 
story of woman's progress in art, in 
the industries, and in her inventive 
genius. 

The congress committee of the wom- 
an’s board brought to M meetings of 
women’s organizations from all parts, 
all bringing to their southern sisters 
a message of progress along specific 
lines. 

At the close of the exposition, the 
seed of permanent organization was 
pianted in the hearts of our women.

call, the city federation called togeth- 
er all the organized bodies of which 
women were a part. There was a 
ready and enthusiastic response; the 
mayor addressed the meeting, also oth- 
er prominent citizens. 


Work Wag Distributed. 


A committee was appoirited by the 
president of the city federation, known 
as the central committee. The central 
committee appointed sub-committees in 
each ward of the city, and through 
these committees the membership of 
sixty-three organizations pushed the 
work of creating public sentiment in 
favor of the bond issue. The men were 
not approached and asked to vote for 
the measure; the women d4!fd not go to 
the poles to use their influence, but 
they went into the home of the woman 
who did not know that the bad gani- 
tation around her had caused her chfld 
to have typhoid; they told her that 
with the passage of the bond issue, 
that conditions would be improved. 
They told her at the same time, there 
would be better schools, and one near- 
er to her; that the hospital out of 
which her child was crowded, would 
be made larger and all of these im- 
provements—if the bond issue passed. 

When the tired husband came home 
to her, a new light began to shine up- 
on the situation of “how he was to 
vote.” Gradually what the women 
were hearing from the women who 
knew, removed his prejudice from the 
idea of voting for “one man against 
another” because that man was “his 
candidate,” and when election day 
came there was a new spirit among 
the former opponents of the measure,

“The victory was gained by the wom- 
en,” the leaders of the civic forces 
declared; they had removed the ques- 
tion from the realm of politics and 
put it under the head of civic better- 
ment. 

New parks and play grounds have 
come to gladden the hearts of the 
little ones; they have a ward all to 
themselves when they must be taken 
to the hospital; they are beine given 
free lectures in art in the afternoon 
in the public school buildihgs; and all 
these improvements have come through 
the energies of women in organized 
effort. 

Several weeks ago when an effort 
was made through a misguided coun- 
cilman, to abolish the departments of 
music, physical culture, mechanical 
drawing, in the public schools, 
women’s organizations arose to the 
situation. They met and yards of res- 
Olutions were sent to the council pro- 
testing against the proposed measure. 


Woman Settled Issue. 


A meeting was called of the council, 
of the board of education, and of citi- 
zens at large, to discuss the matter, 
and it was the voice of a woman in 
logical discourse and motherly genti- 
ment which settled the case. When 
she concluded speaking the question 
was called, and a motion unanimously 
passed defeating the proposed ordi- 
nance depriving the school children of 
Atlanta any branch of knowledge the 
school children of other cities are get- 
ting.

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The Coming of Dr. Guthrie. 

The forthcoming visit here of Dr. 
William Norman Guthrie, of the Uni- 
versity of the South, will be an event 
distinctive in Atlanta’s growth since 
his coming is in response to a group of 
Atlanta men and women appreciative of 
the opportunity of securing Dr. Guthrie 
for a series of lectures on the very 
broad and instructive subject, “Racial 
Aspects of tne World’s Great Dramas.” 
Dr. Guthrie is celebrated as the most 
eminent lecturer of his time on the 
subject of the drama, and he has lec- 
tured in all the great universities of 
the country. In Chicago he was the or- 
ganizing spirit of the Drama League of 
America. 

He not only teaches as he talks, but 
he brings a message which so closely 
relates drama to every-day life that he 
comes as a philosopher and helps his 
hearers reason out the problems of life 
which can be the better presented 
through the drama than through any 
other medium: W&men are easily reach- 
ed by the man who lectures, especially 
if he has what is called personality, but | 
it is not every man who can bring to 
lectures the tired busy man—the busi- 
ness man. Dr. Guthrie, however, is said 
to be the man’s man, who attracts those 
most intolerant of being taught, and in 
the lecture courses in Chicago and in 
California, his audience were most ex- 
pressive of the fact that the business 
man of all others he more surely 
reaches and entertains. 

Tie Drama League. 

It cannot be amiss to quote in con- 
nection Dr. Guthrie’s lectures, which 
take place during the month of May, 
just what the league in Chicago is 
which he inspired and organized: 

In January the Drama League held a 
convention in Chicago, and stated its 
purpose for the first time in\public. 

That convention revealed the fact 
that the league favored the 
drama at its best, and did its 
utmost to keep alive worthy plays 
that were not wholly popular. It re- 
ported that of these was Stephen Phil- 
lips’ poetic drama, “‘Herod,” last season 
produced by William Faversham. The 
Drama League, of Chicago, attended a 
matinee of that production. The en- 
trance of the four hundred women, 
who composed its membership, was 
greeted with cheers. 

When a play has been pronounced by 
a member or members of the organiza- 
tion worthy the presence and interest 
of representative citizens, the organi- 
zation throws the weight of the per- 
sonal influence of each member, as 
well as its collective prestige, into the 
balance ‘of the play’s life. They tele- 
phone their circle of acquaintance, tell- 
ing them of the play, or they write 
personal letters, reciting the play’s 
merits and urging attendance. 

The league does not waste its ener- 
zies in condemning bad plays. It simply 
stays away from them, and spends its 


time and money at the plays it deems! 


good. The social influence of this at- 
titude is powerful. In three words the 
wide-reaching work of this club for the 
aid of the better drama may be sum- 
marized.

But Burman astonished them 
with his daring and when his car near- 
ed the finishing line the offcials watch- 
ing the electrical timer, saw Oldfield’s 
grip on ‘the speed king crown. loosen 
and finally relax entirely when the 
young daredevil shot over the wire in 
26.12 seconds. 

Burman’s time in the kilometer is 
practically at the same rate of speed 
that was shown in the mile and is 
faster than the unofficial mark of 
16 2-5 seconds by CamiNe Janatezy in 
the big Mercedes at Oesten, Belgium, 
last year. The time made here today 
gives Burman unuestionable possession 
of the world’s speed king title and is 
the fimal move to eliminate Barney 
Oldfield from the motor racing game.

The proposition that the Indianapolis 
Motor Speedway Company has made to 
representatives of a famous English 
insurance company which takes these 
risks is-that it is willing to pay $10,000 
if rain does not come, providing the 
insurance company will pay $100,000 if 
wet weather prevails sufficiently to 
prevent the great énternational classic.

able under the new form of govern- 
ment. An issue of bonds, however, was 
recommended after. the adoption of 
the commission government.

Athens, Ga., April 22.—(Special.)—

cases Was this morning completed in 
Clarke superior court before Judge 
Brang and the argument was set for 
May 6. 

In this litigation more than 15,000 
policyholders in the Mutual Industrial

On one side is chargea fraud which 
caused widows to invest thousands 
for minor children in a company whose 
stock was $50 par value and pay $100 
per share for this stock; on the other 
is held up an earnest insurance man 
who refused the vice presidency of a 
big company at the salary of $25,000 a 
year in-order to remain with the mu- 
tual company, at the birth of which 
he had presided. 

There are two bDills filed, one by 
Mrs. Mary Heflin and others, pg icy- 
holders and beneficiaries in the in- 
dustrial company asking that Darwin 
be restrained from turning over the 
company to another corporation and 
asking that a receiver be appointed;
